W a s h in g t o n , April 17.—A favorable report to 
the House bas been made by the House com m it­ 
tee on the law lespeeting the election of presi­ 
dent and vice-president. The bill provides that 
electors shall bo cli* san on Hie Tuesday next 
alter Hie lirst Monday of November in every 
fourth year, except in the cases specified in 
sections 147 to 1411 of the lev eed statutes; that the 
electors shall vote on th 
third Tuesday ot De­ 
cember following their appointm ent; th a t be­ 
tween the nay of choosing the electors and the 
day on wbicli they are to vote tile title to the of­ 
fice of elector luav be determined, which, if made 
by the highest judicial tribunal of toe State hav­ 
ing jurisdiction, shall be conclusive; th at Con­ 
gress shall lie in session on Hie socond Wednes­ 
day 
in 
Jan u ary 
next 
after 
the 
meeting 
of 
the electors ‘ and count the votes;

The bill was passed by the 
Senate in tile lust Congress but wa* not reached 
in Hie House, and it will lie difficult to get 
it up for a vote in th a t bony in 
this em i­ 
gres*. 
Tile Armstrong, carrying seven guns and 
ninety men, was attackcd|in Hie ncmtra1 waters 
of Fayal. during tho war ol 1812, by a British 
squadron of four uien-of-war, carrying 200 guns 
and 2000 men, tnen on the way to New Orleans, 
and tim brave little privateer made a remarkable 
defence, the story of which lias been told at 
length. For 
forty years 
Hie claim 
was 
a 
subject 
of 
diplomatic 
correspondence. 
At 
one' 
tim e 
President 
Tyler 
directed 
our 
m inister to Portugal to demand Ills passport be­ 
cause the Portuguese governm ent refu*ed to pay 
it. 
It was also laid before Louis Napoleon as an 
arbitrator. 
'Hie Senate claims committee has 
made a favorable report upon another well­ 
known claim, th a t of Ben Holliday, tho over­ 
land mail carrier, for the paym ent of losses suf­ 
fered by 
him while 
carrying tile 
mat s on 
the great overland Star route toward the d ose 
of toe war of the rebellion. 
In the last Congress 
a bt 11 was reported providing for the payment of 
about $OOU,Ol)0 to Holliday, and after a long de­ 
bate it was passed with tile sum cut down to 
8100,000.

right of way for a railroad and telegraph line to 
the St. Louis A San Francisco railroad through 
the lands of the Choctaws and Chickasaws in the 
ludian 
Territory. 
This 
bill 
as a legislative 
act murks a change iii the policy of the govern­ 
ment towards the Indians in the Indian Territory. 
W hen Hie proposition to grant tills right cd 
way came before the Senate in December last it 
was in the shape of a bill to ratify an act of the 
Choctaw Council, allowing the st. Louis A: Sa ii 
Francisco Company to build th e road. Jay Gould 
and C. P. Huntington together owned at that 
time rival lines from St. Louis to Texas. 
Subse­ 
quently 
Gould 
bought 
tb s 
controlling 
interest 
in 
tho 
St. 
Louis 
& 
San 
F ran ­ 
cisco, and for a time it was thought 
that 
this 
purchase 
would 
stop 
auy 
further 
action on tho bill. Such was not tho effect, how­ 
ever, and the bill wa* favorably reported. 
By a 
large majority the Senate reiused to concur in an 
am endm ent requiring the assent of tho tribes 
through 
whose 
lands the road is to pass 
before 
allowing 
its 
construction. 
It 
was 
resolutely 
maintained 
that 
the 
bill was a 
violation of treaty stipulations, nut tile m ajority 
did not so believe. 
It is provided in the bill that 
if the St. Louis & San Francisco road does not 
avail itself of tim provisions of the act within a 
reasonable time the Chicago, Texas Ar Mexican 
Central Company may, and if Hie last-named cor­ 
poration docs nut then any other organized cor­ 
poration may build the road.

was not a partner. 
Mr. Carl Vogel represented 
iii this city Vogei & Co. for a num ber of years up 
to last December. 
Tho irregularities of the firm

He had spent a good deal of money for tho firm 
in telegraphing, office rent anti o th er expenses, 
for which he had received no remittance. 
Ills 
salary and a commission tor goods sold were also 
considerably overdue.

arriving there early in January. To bis surprise, 
be learned th a t his brother Emil had left llong 
Kong rather mysteriously about a week before 
bis arrival there.

They were 
every hour iu suspense, never Knowing when tho 
ice would close upon them. 
A little more and 
Hie deck sank beneath them.

strain they were well, and tried to lie cheerful, 
working very hard, for Hie engine anil Hie men 
were barely able to keep the water out. They had 
to p u uni for a year and alialf. On Ju n e l l , 1881, 
the eri-is came. The ship Rhowed greater strain­ 
ing than before, the deck quivered, nnd inexplic­ 
able movements warned them til hasten from tile 
vessel. 
Tney prepared t'leir boats, und made 
their cam p beside the Jeannette. 
She rose 
and turned in her cradle until Hie yards touched 
tile ice.

A cry of alarm

of broken ice being thus missed over. Four miles 
a day was thought good fortune. A lter ore series 
of fourteen (lava they were twenty-seven miles 
further north than at lirst.

the ice and dragging three boats iliey discovered 
Bennett islam), to explore which they spent three 
weeks

their 
precious 
summer 
days, 
and expended much of

food, 
To this 
detour those who 
survive 
attribute

and tne deaib of their com m ander with nineteen 
men. 
After three months of this perilous and 
exhausting work they came to blue oater, and 
then, with fair winds, took tile!,' course for Hie 
mouth of the Lena river.

Hie cap tain ’s boat lost her m ast and sail.

captain landed with all well, hut abandoned the 
boat, as the water was shallow and he could not 
make tho channel of the river.

THE CHINESE. 


A Letter to Minister Young 
from General Butler, 


Reviewin'? the AV hole Question in 
All Its Bearings. 


T he W e ig h t o f E v id en ce A g a in st 
th e H ea th en . 


General B. F. Butler has written an open letter 
to John Russell Young, tho new minister to 
China, in which lie discusses with great thor­ 
oughness the problem of Chinese im m igration 
and tim congressional bill recently vetoed by tho 
President. 
Tho docum ent was printed entire in 
T he sunday (Jlobe. 
Its principal features aro 
here reproduced. 
fhe general begun a study of this tmpMion 
many ye rs ago. aud in 1870 made a spW'eh In 
which ho m ads known his opinions upon the 
dangerous effect upon the country of Chinese im­ 
migration, invited and sanctioned bv the Bur­ 
lingame treaty. 
These opinions aro still beld by 
the general, 
Ho then claimed th a t this country 
was a land where the oppressed of *11 nations, 
who should come I ere of their own will, might 
find a home. 
He «ays: “ It never has occurred to 
me th at this country was lintier anv obligation— 
either logically, fruin the character of its political 
institutions, or from any considerations of public 
or international law—to" receive upon its soil any 
one person wiiom it did not expressly or im­ 
pi Jet!Iv invite to come here. . . . 
In the ab­ 
sence of the solemn obligations of a treaty tliero 
can be no doubt of tile right of tills country to 
.Exclude An* Mull from ll* Shore* 
or a participation In its government, or being 
allowed to live under its protection lf once hero 
and not naturalized lf distasteful to tho com­ 
m unity organized into a governm ent in winch 
he is. " 
“ No men ever Insisted more strongly upon these 
doctrines than did our pilgrim talliers and inc 
colonists of Massachusetts bay. 
They expelled 
Roger Williams, although ‘hone of their bone,’ 
simply because his religion required a little more 
water for its ceremonies than theirs, and drove 
out the Episcopalians or put them oil Hie back 
seats i i i their churches, which they required them 
to attend, and whim cd and banished tho nann­ 
ies* but provoking Quaker*.” 
Two years ago, from personal exam ination upon 
tile I’acilic coast. General Butler found that 
('bilianic!! were among the verv best laboring men 
on the coast Iii all brunches of industry, whether 
m anufacturing, minim-, domestic or agricultural; 
th a t to a lemarkahle degree, as a whole, they were 
honest, and in their vocations exceedingly intel­ 
ligent. 
That they were temperate and as a Milo 
peaceful, and that they wero not underbidding 
labor so soon as thev found w hat their labor was 
worth. 
For example, Chinese domestics, to the 
good qualities of which all bore testimony, could 
not be obtained for less than $30 a month, ex­ 
clusive of their "lying. 
He also found that limy 
were very thrittv, economical iii their Intuits aud 
cleanly in their persons as a rule, and because of 
these iraits were rapidly absorbing tile employ­ 
ments in all laboring and 
meciianicai work. 
Therefore ho remarks: 
“ l’.iradoxlcal as at first blush it may seem, to 
my mind the solution of tills question is this: 
These verv good qualities of tho Chinese, which 
enable rhein to make large productions, aud tho 
economy anil thrift which perm it them to lay un 
great sums as earnings, render their presence 
here 
Mo*. Injurlon* to the Country.” 
There are over 100,000 Chinese on the Pacific 
coast, earning on an average $1 50 per day over 
tile verv small sum wnicb their economy aud 
thrift require for their support. Therefore, there 
is tieing taken every dav $150,000 from the quick 
capital of the Pacific coast, which I* not ev*‘n 
loaned there for investment. 
Now, allowing 300 
working days to tho year—and tho Chinese bv no 
means observe our holidays and Sabbath—tho sum 
of $45,000,000 a year would thus be taken away 
from the Pacific coast annually. 
lf tills very large drain of canftal from this coun­ 
try was spread over the whole 50,000.000 of our 
people, and tho loss was to lie borne by all of us, 
it is quite possible, nay, probable, that it would 
not too seriously cripple our enterprises or 
cripple our resource*. But the fact Is th at this 
great sum is substantially taken away from a 
community, consisting of some 1,500,1)00, mofe 
or less, and th at an infant community quite iso­ 
lated even as yet, where quick cap ital'would bear 
an interest of from 8 to 12 per cent. at tne lowest 
rates. 
“ Is there any parallel to this state of things bv 
which history, teaching by example, will guide 
us?” ho asks. 
Not exactly, but very Dearly, iu 
the results which have come from 
Irlah Absenteeism. 
Ireland shortly before the beginning of this cen­ 
tury was a prosperous country, with her people 
and their industries in a thrifty condition. 
Mio 
then had a population of 8,000,000, which depre­ 
ciated by emigration to 4,000,000 within a half 
century, those left being brought, to a state 
of starvation. It became fashionable for tho 
landowners of Ireland, her lords and grandees, to 
spend ab the rents and incomes derived from 
their estates abroad, either iu England or on the 
continent. 
Most,,!! not all, writers on political 
economy who deal with Hie question agree th a t 
tnis spending of the profits of the Industry of Ire­ 
land abroad, or irish absenteeism, as it is named, 
was the causing cause of tills depletion of Ireland 
and the destruction of its industries, enterprises 
and resources. 
Tim amount so spent away from 
Ireland would be, on an average, scarcely greater 
than $12,500,000, or a t the heginnin 
at tho rato 
of about $1 50 to each inhabitant yearly; and we 
have seen the approximate effect of the constant 
drain of this comparatively small sum upon 
Ireland. 
Now tho Chinese immigration into California 
has substantially caused the 
T urning or Th)* (juration 
of absenteeism directly around. 
In Ireland capi­ 
talists spend the profits they derive from labor 
abroad. 
Here the laboring man keeps to spend 
alibis earnings abroad. 
In conclusion, General 
Butler remarks th at we have had substantially no 
immigration from China, All the immigration 
we have had has been rrom the British provinces 
of Hong Kong aud Macao, in British vessels under 
the vine of a British consul. 
He suggests there­ 
fore 
a 
little diplomatic pressure upon tho 
British government, rather than 
the break­ 
ing 
of 
a 
treaty 
witli 
Hie 
Em peror 
of 
China, 
and th a t 
Mr. 
Young, 
if 
diplomatic 
usages will permit it, stop at the Court of St. 
Jam es OU ids way to Clima and deal with th a t 
governm ent on the Chinese emigration question 
before lie goes to China. “ Great Britain can stop 
it lunch more efficiently than China, as I view the 
matter, if site can lie made to do so. 
Not th at I 
desire, b y any means, that 
y o u should be com­ 
pelled to supersede Mr. Lowell, but to ald him, as 
be seems to have his bands full in not having Hie 
Irish-American citizens lot out by England with­ 
out undertaking to have the Chinese kept iu.”

The fluctuations have lately been extremely 
violent in Chicago and St. Louis, and on the 
whole the tendency has been downward. 
In 
Chicago the February fluctuation* of cash No. 
2 spring wheat wore in brief a? follows: 
February I, 1 3 1 : 4 . 129% ; 6, 130% ; l l , 
1 2 6 ; 13, 123 ; 15, 117% ; 21. 126% ; 28, 
1 2 5 —a total fluctuation of 13% cents, a n d a 
Anal difference of 6 cents lower the 28th than 
the 1st of the month, lu St. Louis the fluctua­ 
tions were still more sudden, violent aud ir­ 
rational, viz.: February I . 143% ; 8, 141; 
9. 138% ; IO. 135; 17. 139% ; 20, 1 35% ; 
23. 138% ; 27, 140; 28, 1 2 5 % . 
Evidently 
some one “got left,” and pretty otten, too. 
No doubt these violent changes were not 
based on any th in g hut "speculative reasons.” 
B ut is there am thing in the real situation or 
prospect* to warraut a downward tendency in 
wheat? 
W hat are the tacts in regard to old 
wheat, and what are the tiros peels for new? 
The ti na I estimate of the National Department 
of Agriculture for the year 1881 savs, pngeS: 
“ The wheat crop aggregates 380,28 0,0 00 , a 
reduction of 22 per cent., with a yield of 10.1 
bushels per acre, the lowest yield yet reported 
for the eutire crop.” 
Last year’s crop was 
4 88 ,(MIO,OOO (if this year is 22 per cent, 
short), or we have 1 0 8 ,(KIO,OOO less wheat, 
and with one year’s increase of population 
and of acreage sown, the increased home con­ 
sumption for seed aud bread will be fully 
8 ,OIH),OOO. 
In other words, we have 116,- 
0 0 0 ,0 0 0 bushels 
LESS WHEAT TO SPAKE FOR EXTOHT 
than from the crop of 1880. 
Of that crop we 
spared, as I remember (and this is the only 
point on which I have not the exact official 
figures at baud), about 1 90 ,0 0 0 .0 0 0 bushels, 
including flour rated at four and a half bush­ 
els of wheat to the barrel. 
Therefore, if ive 
sell down just as close, and no closer, this 
year, than a vear ago, we can export of the 
crop of 1881 just 190,000.000, less 116,000,- 
0 00 , or 7 4,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 bushels. 
Now, for the 
seven months ending Ja n u ary 31, 1882, we 
have already exported from the customs dis­ 
tricts of the Uuited St ites (official reports), 
7 2 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 bushels, including flour. Iii other 
words, by the official figures of exports we 
have only 2 .0 0 0 ,0 0 0 more to spare, to reduce 
our home stock of wheat as low as it was a 
year ago. 
A nd this is not guesswork. 
D ar­ 
kie the corresponding seven months ending 
January 31, 1881, tho exports were 121,000,- 
000 bushels, and for the five remaining months 
to Ju ly , 1881. 69,000,000. 
A nd to meet the 
similar demand for five months from Jan uary 
81 to Ju ly I, 1882, we have only 2.0 00 ,00 0 
bushels to reduce our home stock as low as it 
was Ju ly I, 1881. 
But the universal testi­ 
mony from all sources is that there is 
NOT SO MUCH WHEAT IN FIRST HANDS 
now a? a year ago. 
i n other words, the for­ 
eign demand from now till harvest it seeing 
m ust be largely in excess of our ability to 
meet it unless we draw on reserve supply. 
lienee the tendency of prices should naturally 
be upward uuless something of unusual prom­ 
ise iu the comiug crop prevents. 
W h a t then 
are the prospects for the comiug crops? No 
official estimates are yet made, but from the 
tone of the reports received by the Farm ers’ 
llevlew and other papers that report the crops 
more or less thoroughly, it is plain that the 
prospects Dow (March 9) are at least not bet­ 
ter thau ajreur ago today. 
Tho Farm ers’ Re­ 
view of March 2 has reports from thirty-four 
rear ago today. 
Tho Farm ers’ Ite-

W ith tho situation in Ohio I am somewhat 
familiar, from recent extensive travel through 
nearly half the counties, and from special 
inquiry among farmers at many fanners’ insti­ 
tutes. 
Briefly the situation is this: 
In the 
level northwestern counties, comprising one- 
third the wheat area of the State, the wheat 
is badly damaged by fly aud by tho wet, open 
winter, and is not now, bv the average opinion, 
over 6 0 or 70 per cent, as good as it was a vear 
ago now. 
In the other two-thirds of the State 
the wheat is as good and possibly better than 
a year ago. Certainly it will not do to claim that 
for the w hole State tho chances are better now 
than a year ago. 
And the same is probably 
true of the other winter wheat States. 
W e 
have, then, 
IN BRIEF, THE FOLLOWING FACTS : 
First, the lowest yield per acre in I S S I of any 
year since the national department first began 
the report. 
Second, 1 16 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 bushels less 
to export than of the crop of 1880. 
Third, 
our real surplus all exported by Jan u ary 31, 
1882. except the mere trifle of 2 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 
bushels. 
Fourth, tho coming crop not more 
promising than a year ago. 
Filth, six full 
months (from Jan uary 31) before the new 
crop will begin to “ move,” or lie available for 
export or use. 
Sixth, the rapid increase of the 
export consumption of wheat, its follows: 
1876, 5 4 .00 0 ,0 0 0 bushels; 1877, 89,000,- 
0 0 0 ; 1878, 8 9 .0 00 .00 0; 
1879, 
178,000,- 
0 0 0 ; 1880, 1 9 0,000,000. 
Plainly, Europe 
wants more wheat than we can spare for the 
next six months. 
Plainly, most of the wheat 
exported during that period must come from 
old stock, held by solid farmers or actual and 
heavy buyers, and held for better prices. 
Plainly, too, it would seem for the next six 
m onths the tendency of wheat prices will not 
legitimately be downward. 
The figures given 
above are (with the exception noted) official 
and accurate. 
The estimates on the coming 
crop are at least candid. 
The conclusion, to 
my mind at least, seems inevitable.—[Country 
Gentleman. 


growers do not usually 
make 
pl&nt-beds 
enough; some sow only one bed, aud if that 
one fails to yield plants, are forced to buy or 
bee, and in either case have to wait until 
others have finished “setting.” 
H a v a n a seed 
is likely “ to come,” and when once they ap­ 
p e a r on the surface grow very fast. 
They lit­ 
erally crowd one another in the bed, and grow 
less “stocky” or spreading thau seed-leaf 
plants. 
Usually plants sell readily, and at $1 
to 82 per 1000 are a good crop to grow. 


T m 
i i* p l n i t I i n a T o b a c c o Plants. 
Few of the operations in tobacco farm ing 
are more dreaded by the tobacco grower than 
“ setting but” the plants or transplanting them 
from the plant-be<i to the field. 
The work re­ 
quires care on the pan of the grower to have 
ii performed properly, for carelessness tells as 
quickly at this point as at any other. 
The 
planting season in this county comprises tho 
p rind between Mav 25 and the sama time 
in June. 
F m m the 1st to the 15th of d u n e is 
the time which I prefer, as labor is saved in 
the cultivation, and less damage is sustained, 
as a rule, from insect enemies. 
It lias lieon 
found also th at plant* set out between Ju n e 
I and 15 grow more rapidly, and attain a 
greater perfection in development of the leaves 
than when set before 
or after this period. 
W hy 
this 
is 
so I 
am 
unable to 
tell. 
Plants 
set 
too 
early 
Aery 
frequently 
ripen prematurely, without the fullest devel­ 
opment of leaf, while those set too late are in 
danger of being cut by autumn frosts, or elso 
frozen before being entirely cured—either care 
being very injurious to the crops, 
i t is cus­ 
tomary with growers here to wait for rain to 
moisten the ground before setting their plants. 
This is doubtless the more desirable way, as a 
nile, yet I believe there are many times when 
it is preferable to set the plants before the rain 
rather than after it. 
I have practiced Loth 
methods, and although a greater amount of 
labor expense is required in setting in drv 
soil—which necessitates “ watering out the 
plants” — I believe it is a wi'e practice. I have 
frequently noticed that plants set out after a 
heavy rain, while the soil is saturated with 
water, are slow to start, especially if the 
weather following is dry. 
This is owing, I 
i*elieve, to the soil about the plants having 
been packed in setting them, so that when the 
weather turns hot and drv it bakes about the 
plants, and then forms a lum p about their 
rout* which prevents growth, if indeed it does 
not destroy the plants. 
THIS DIFFICULTY IS AVOIDED 
when plants are set in dry soil, or in soil 
merely damp, and watered afterwards. 
W hen 
thus sot thee start very readily, and little loss 
of plants occurs, 
Mv method of transplanting 
tobacco plants in dry weather is to prepare 
onlv a small area at a Aine, and to set out the 
plants while the soil is yet moist. 
A swivel 
or reversible plough is a convenient imple­ 
ment for this purpose, as it allows one to 
plough as uarrnw a strip as is desired, without 
m aking a middle or a hack furrow. 
The 
plants are set in carefully, and the soil about 
them is left in a cnp-like shape, which allows 
them to be conveniently watered. 
The cost 
of applying the water is not as great as is usu­ 
ally supposed. A boy will water a r acre easily 
in a day, witli water convenient, and in ordi­ 
nary weather one good watering will be found 
sufficient. 
The 
water 
may 
be 
drawn 
to 
the field in barrels, and then carried 
in a pail and applied with a dipper. 
An 
important 
point in 
transplanting tobacco 
plants, is tho pulling of them from thesoed-bed 
The bed should be made very wet, so that the 
plants can be easily drawn without breaking 
the leaves or m n:dating the roots, land they 
should be koptstruight, with the roots together, 
and placed in shallow pans or boxes, in which 
they are carried to the field, and from which 
they are dropped out onejiy one. 
It is a very 
poor practice to throw plants carelessly into 
large baskets, as is sometimes done, as the 
little earth adhering to the roots becomes 
loosened, and the plants are mussed tip and 
injured generally. 
Tobacco growers who find 
that their pl ai) ts are growing too large in the 
seed-hed will find it advantageous to pull them 
as above described, placing them carefully in 
an upright position into shallow vessels, and 
putting them away iu a cool, damp place until 
needed for setting. 
Thus managed they will 
remain fresh and vigorous, anti new rootlets 
will have formed, which will cause the plants 
to si art more quickly after being transplanted. 
—[Country Gentleman.

W h en they are lit to r u B» I 
use a two-horso machine, which pulls two rows 
at a time, putting the two rows together; then 
I follow with the wheel-rake, going the sumo 
way, taking two of the double rows, m aking 
four rows of bean*. 
I HOLD TH E LEVER IN MY HAND, 
keeping the teeth out of the ground so th at 
they will gather the beaus as free from dust as 
possible. 
I rako them into small windrows, 
then keep m en enough to keep them well 
shaken up; they are then left to dry. 
As soon 
as tho stalk becomes dry and the bean hard, I 
draw them in, putting two men with a team 
driving between tile rows, pitching on both 
sides loading*, principally from the ground, as 
I do not like to tread them much, as it ucatters 
or shells them and wastes them. 
In mowing, 
tread them as little as possible. 
I take two 
barrels, putting them equal distance* apart, 
and mow around them, then keep drawing 
them up as we fill up, which leave* a place 
for 
the 
air 
to 
cirtmlate. 
Now 
in 
regard 
to threshing. 
Sometimes 
I 
thresh 
with 
a machine, 
and 
sometime* 
I tread 
them out with horses. 
If I want to sell early 
I thresh with a machine, if not, I can tread 
them out in the winter for less money. 
My 
beaus generally yield from twenty to twenty- 
five bushels to the acre. 
You want to know 
about the profits. Now, that depends altogether 
on the price. 
Now, my opinion 
is it costs 
about a dollar, all told, to raise and get a 
bushel of beans to market. 
So if you get 
twelve shillings, you have fifty cent* for your 
labor. 
I consider the bean crop tile hardest 
crop on the soil. 
It takes the cream from the 
land to produce a crop of beans, and I never 
allow bean* to follow beans on my farm. 
I 
have heard the rem ark many times that such 
a piece of land was so poor that it wouldn’t 
raise white beans. 
Now, I find that it takes 
the best land to raise good white beans. 


TO BACCO I I L T T K E . 


T esting T obacco S « eil> -T ru u ip U n tli( T o­ 
bacco Plunta. 
I t is more necessary to test tobacco seeds 
before sowing the D)ant-bed than any other 
seed planted by the farmer. 
They are very 
small aud easily affected by extreme oold and 
moisture, and by frost, after being sown. Take 
a small piece of cotton batting, wet it thor­ 
oughly, and place in a teacup or goblet, aud 
scatter thereon half a teaspoonful of tobacco 
seeds. 
The cotton should be kept moist with 
tepid water, and if the seed is good it will 
sprout in a few days. 
I do not regard this, 
however, as a sure test, for I have been unable 
to germinate seed in this way w hich sprouted 
when sown in the plant-bed. 
Old seed will 
sprout sooner than new, and is by many 
preferred. 
The question is often asked at 
what age tobacco seed loses its power to 
germinate. 
I have beard many answers to 
this question. 
Some seedsmen and growers 
say at ten years; others at twenty. The largest 
grower of tobacto seed iii til s country, who 
deals in only one variety (AYbite Burleigh), 
an d harvested last seasou 5 0 0 0 pounds of 
tobacco, claims to have grow ii tho crop iroin 
seed 13 years old. 
Major Ragland of Vir­ 
ginia, who doubtless exports more tobacco 
seed than any other grower or seed firm in 
this country, and whose crop averages from 
thirty to fifty bushels yearly, thinks that very 
old seed may be sown. 
A nother way to test 
the seed is to ttirow a little into the tire or on 
the stove. 
It it-snaps it is said to be good; 
if it does not it is called poor. 
It i3 a common 
custom now with many growers not to sow dry 
seed, scattering it directly from Hie hand or 
mixed with ashes, plaster, sand or loam, on 
the plant-bed, but to 
PARTIALLY 
OR 
WHOLLY SPROUT IT IN THE 
HOUSE 
before sowing it on tho Led. 
There are so 
many ways of preparing the seed in tiiis man­ 
ner that I cannot describe them all, but will 
allude to a few of them. 
The than recently 
adopted of taking two or more sods about the 
size of a con:mon shovel, and about two or 
thiee inches thick, and sprinkling seed upon 
it, is a very good way, and is >anl to tie almost 
a sure method of a 
ria Inin g the germinating 
power of the seed. Moisten lite back of the sod 
with tepid waler, and then scatter seed thereon; 
place iii a warm room, aud cover with a light 
cloth, 
The bever way to sprout the seed, I 
think, is to obtain from the trunk of a decayed 
a; pie (ice a quantity of lotten wood (that 
w hich is fine cud light) and place iu a shadow 
box or old niilk-pau and mix tile seed well 
with the wood mould. 
Ll listen and keep in a 
warm place, lf the seed is good it will be sure to 
germinate. 
IUt cirefu! no; to sow to o early, 
since after *| routing Hie young seedlings grow 
very fast, and often it too f. rward w h en being 
sown in the hod break, and are thereby dam­ 
aged. 
Al the South some crowers sow the 
seed in the plant patch in th ef ill, and we have 
known gr .wets in the < onm-c1 ic.it valley ;o do 
the same, bat iii. not m o common v-ay, and 
we eau hardly advocate the p rat I lo.'.

Fresh G rapes for the Table. 
W e can recommend the growing of fruit 
vines in pots to gardeners and amateurs as 
being easily accomplished, and the nature of 
the vine is such that more satisfactory results 
may be obtained in a shorter time than from 
tho propagation of fruit trees in pots. 
By 
this means of cultivation fruit may be ob­ 
tained from the rare Southern vines. Nothing 
can be more beautiful than a natural centre­ 
piece of this kind; it would be an ornam ent 
even for a royal table. 
E ngland has set the 
example in this method of vine growing. 
Tho 
cultivation of the vines designed for pot culture 
may be carried on foroneor two years in baskets 
in the open ground. 
By this means the roots 
may be properly held together, and transferring 
the plants to puts may be successfully accom­ 
plished. 
Tiiis should bo done in M ardi, be­ 
fore the buds begin to start. 
With warmer 
weather a rich compost earth should be used, 
which, mixed with a small quantity of cow 
hair from a tannery, forms 
an 
excellent 
manure. The pot should be covered with moss, 
so that it will not dry up, and it is to be buried 
in the earth so that it may remain uniformly 
moist, the ground being sprinkled front time 
to time. 
AV lieu the strong table varieties of 
grapes are used for pot culture the vines must 
not be too much j ruued. 
I t is better to 
BRUNE THE PLANTS IN THE AUTUMN 
retber than in the spring, because then the sap 
will not escape, and Hie vines in baskets or 
j ots may be protected from frost, so that there 
will be no loss of buds. 
Am ong the varieties 
of grapes which are best adapted to pot cul­ 
ture, the ordinary blue Trollinger, called in 
E ngland the “ Franconia Valley,” stands at 
the head. Close to this comes the Pariser gute- 
del, also the Chasselas fontainebleau, which 
is a free bearer, having a beautiful large gold- 
coloted grape, arid is universally esteemed. In 
1879 the establishment of Aran Iloutte, in 
Client, in order to assist amateurs in the pot 
culture of vines, announced for sale (at from 
five to eight francs) twenty different kinds of 
vines. 
They were placed in large pot*, after 
the English method of culture, and were very 
strong 
plants, 
from which 
fruit 
might 
bo expected. 
Among 
the 
varieties 
were 
the 
long-clustered 
and very sweet Black 
Prince aud the Black Alicante, which is 
worthy of recommendation. The last is a vine 
of strong growth, has broad, large clusters of 
grapes, nearly black, which will keep for a 
long time and neither decay nor shrivel up. 
The novelties aie somewhat more expensive. 
The Muscat Heroin has large goldeu berries 
iii beautiful clusters, with Hie delicious taste 
of ilia Erontignau. 
Mr. Pearsou introduced 
an English novelty in 1876, a very large 
grape of a greenish golden color, which will 
keep for a long lime. Roberts’ ( Iros Guillaume 
is also an English variety of 1877, with enor­ 
mous clusters of very large black grapes. Tho 
Alnwick Seedling is a novelty oi 1878, with 
broad clusters of oval black berries, which 
keep well aud are of Hie best quality. Finally, 
ti c Muscat Charles Alberdienst is a novelty 
which cannot Le surpassed, has a very large 
black Lei ry, w hich has a very pleasant, per­ 
fumed taste, and Lears very freely. 
It is one 
of the Lest and most beautiful of existing 
grapes.

Successful B ran CuUuriiU’ M ethods. 
A New York State farmer who grows beans 
largely 
thus describes bis methods in the 
Rural Home: 
In the first place I select sod, 
and if I have manure I cover it, say fifteen or 
twenty loads to the acre. Plough it six inches, 
turning it over as nicely as possible and cutting 
a furrow as widens I can turn. Tnen roll it down 
and cultivate it the same way as it is ploughed, 
so as not to turn up the sod. 
I ulways manage 
to have my Lean field to that I eau plough 
around the entire lot so as to avoid back fur­ 
rows and dead furrows. 
After I get over the 
field one way I turn and cultivate obliquely, 
and if I don’t get 
it to 
suit 
I 
turn 
and 
cross it; 
then start the roller ahead of 
the planter, with coverers working indepen­ 
dent of Hie rest of the machine. 
The planter 
throws up a ridge over the beans, so that when 
the beaus come up I Lev ale up oui of tho way, 
aud are not liable to be covered up in cultivat­ 
ing. 
I always start, the cultivator up as soon 
as possible at or Hie beans are all ud nicely. 
I 
follow the cultivator with men enough to hoe 
aud keep up, taking pains to stir this ridge of 
alit around the Lean-, thereby killing ail the 
weeds that have started. 
After the boeing is 
through with, say in about two week', I cul­ 
tivate tilt!)* again, aud then again just before

Concerning: Egg!. 
Since the recent drop in prices eggs hnvo 
ruled steady, 
though 
with 
amount* that 
are now daily arriving the tendency is toward 
lower figures. 
E as'e rn eggs ar > emoted from 
17 to 19 cents per dozen, and W estern firm at 
17 to 18 cents. 
Tho best eggs are received 
from near-by points iu Plym outh and Barn­ 
stable counties, also from Maine and Canada, 
though large quantities are brought in from 
the AVest which have a ready sale. 
Compara­ 
tively few arrive from the South at present, 
though during the recent scarcity iu the m ar­ 
ket some lots were received from that section. 
Those brought in from near-by poiuts of 
course are preferred on account of their fresh­ 
ness, but the quantity is so small that no price 
is quoted at wholesale. 
Limed eggs are out of 
the market, none having been offered since 
the first of the month. 
Dealers are confident 
of still lower prices in a few weeks, a* the 
supply will probably be greater. 
Large lots 
are now being held at the West, owing to Hie 
Sudden fall in prices, but as the receipts are 
likely to increase and figures remain steady, 
these eggs will be placed on the market, even 
if at a loss to the owners. 
AYhen this trans­ 
pires another falling off in prices may be looked 
for. 
The size of eggs, important to the con­ 
sumer, still bas no relation to their market 
value, they being sold, as from time immemo­ 
rial, by the dozou, irrespective of weight or 
size. 
There being, however, considerable dif­ 
ference in egg*, hotel and restaurant keepers 
frequently contract with dealers to furnish 
them with the largt st specimens, paving there­ 
for a special price. This is not, however, a regu­ 
lar custom, and no definite figure is set upon 
sorted lots. 
Thoro is a limited demand for 
ducks’ eggs, and they sell for soma three cents 
per dozen higher than hens’ eggs. 
The call is 
not great, and so only a small stock is kept on 
baud. 
About Easter time goose eggs are con­ 
siderably sought after on acoount of their size, 
aud they 
MAKE VERY PRETTY ORNAMENTS 
when tastefully painted. 
B ut for other pur­ 
poses they have uo sale. 
There has been con­ 
siderable discussion of late among dealers as 
to the best method for shipping eggs to m ar­ 
ket, so as to Involve as little loss us possible. 
Tho bulk received in this market, particularly 
those from Hie East, arrive in cases, each egg 
being placed iii a pasteboard compartment. 
'This plan ensures Hie greatest safety, as tho 
goods will undergo considerable hard usage 
without breaking. 
One disadvantage of this 
system is that tho dealer must return tho 
cases, after being emptied, to tho producer, 
which causes a slight expenditure of time and 
mouey. This expense tend* to lower the prices 
paid tor cased-eggs, but the dealer is less liable 
to los*. 
Cases contain from thirty-nine to 
forty dozen eggs each. 
Eggs from tho AVest 
generally 
arrive 
in 
barrels, 
containing 
seventy dozen or mote, the goods being packed 
in cut straw or oats. 
If care is taken at the 
outset, eggs thus treated will stand a long 
journey unimpaired, and tile dealer is not re­ 
quired to return the package. 
This latter 
method is preferred by many dealers in New 
York, but in this m arket casing is more gener­ 
ally followed. 
Quite a quantity of eggs are 
received here in boxes, but they come princi­ 
pally from near-by 
points. 
Owing to the 
smallness and shape of the package they are 
more liable to damage when transported long 
distances in this manner, and consequently 
either of tile above methods are preferable 
when a very long journey is to be made. Both 
the prices and rec.-ipts of eggs are nearly the 
same now as at this time last year, though by 
next month figures will probably run lower 
thau during the corresponding period in 1881. 
During the week end irg March 18 there were 
received in Boston 6 59 boxes, 2 4 4 barrels 
and 37 0 3 cases of eggs; and for the same 
week last year, 49 7 boxes, 883 barrels and 
2 05 2 ea«es. 
The receipts in this city for the 
year 1881 
from all sources were 19,785 
boxes, 8 31 2 barrels and 18 9 ,7 6 1 cases.—[The 
Cultivator. 


B O O TS A N H T H E IR R O R K . 


W hat 
is 
M ost Needed 
Is W arm th and 
M oisture. 
A large portion of all agricultural plants is 
buried beueath the soil, and, being out of 
sight, is too often out of mind. 
The beauty of 
a waving green of a well-grown grain field 
leads one to forgot tho plant structure that is 
below the surface of the soil, upon which the 
visible portion of the plant rests, and through 
which it gains much of that which makes it 
thrifty aud profitable. 
This last sentence, in 
fact the last part of it, sum s up in brief the 
utility of roots, namely, the mechanical sup­ 
port which they give to the aerial portion of 
tho plant, and the means through which the 
food 
elements 
in 
the 
soil 
are 
gathered 
up 
and 
sent 
to 
the 
leaves 
to be made 
ready for building up the substance of the 
plant. 
The formation of roots 
is 
ono of 
the first manifestations of the germination of a 
seed—they seem to anchor Hie seed and make 
it firm bv many stay ropes, so to speak, that it 
may send up its tall stem without danger of 
falling over or being blown down bv nay pass­ 
ing breeze. 
Take for example tho corn plant 
—and I select it because the seed is a large 
one, and tho roots are easily seen, and besides 
corn is one of the most important of our agri­ 
cultural plants. 
Take a grain of corn, aud 
“ plant” it iu moist cotton, and after a few 
days the thick seed coat, wit! have broken open, 
and a number of long and slender roots will 
have 
pushed 
themselves 
out and 
turned 
downward, 
even 
before 
tbero 
is 
any 
sign of a stem to be supported by the an­ 
choring roots. 
The foundation is firmly laid 
before any attempt is made to rear the super­ 
structure. 
I sav pat the graiu of corn in moist 
cotton rather than i n e a r th , simply became 
tho young plant eau be more readily removed 
from the cotton than from the earth. 
The 
root', with all their parts clean and unbroken, 
can he seen when tho growtli has taken place 
in the cotton. 
The question may rise here w hy 
it is that tile growth can tako place in cotton 
so long as it does not of itself furnish any of 
those substances that are required to be pres­ 
ent in a rich agricultural soil. 
The cotton 
would not do for more titan the first growth of 
tlio plant—a time when the young plant does 
not gather nourishm ent fur it-elf, but grows 
upon tho ic od which the mother plant has 
furnished it in the seed. 
WHAT 
IS 
MOST 
NEEDED 
IS 
WARMTH 
AND 
MOISTURE, 
that this storehouse of food may be drawn 
upon until Hie young plant is established, or, 
so to speak, has "set up for itself.” 
How do 
Hie roots grow ? 
Tills is a question of great 
importance. 
It is known that the stem is first 
a short and m inute bud, in which several parts 
are present, though much reduced. 
The stein 
grows by Hie elongation of the axis of the hud. 
and the increase in size of its various parts 
throughout its whole length. 
A t first the 
leaves on the young willow twig, for example, 
are close upon each otter, hut hi/fore tho sea­ 
son c.oses they are separated by considerable 
e^aces. 
The growth of the root is quite differ­ 


ent from this; there is no true end at the ex­ 
tremity, and the growtti in length taxes place 
but a small fraction of an inch back of the 
very tip, practically at the end of the root. 
W h y 
should 
it 
not 
elongate 
through­ 
out the whole length instead of building on at 
tho end? W hy not increase in length as one 
m ight stretch a long indiarubber tube, instead 
of lengthening, as in laying the tile drain, by 
successive additions at the end? 
A mot does 
not usually grow very far before side or lateral 
roots are produced, and these iu turn send out 
secondary ones from their sides. Now, should 
the roots elongate throughout their whole 
length, the amount of disturbance that it 
would make in the chancing of the position of 
side roots is hard to imagine. 
The whole soil 
would either be in a constant state of pushing 
here and there, a continous upheaval with the 
larger roots, or the growth of the root* would 
he obliged to come to a standstill. 
There is 
not that freedom in tho soil th at the open air 
allows, and the method of growth in the con­ 
fined conditions which the soil m u st give may 
very naturally be different from what is allow­ 
able in the open air. 
The roots push their way 
through a medium that offers them more or 
less resistance at every step. 
"We have seen 
that the growth takes place at the end of the 
root. 
There is still another fact to be stated 
before the point is reached. 
Young growing 
tissue is always 
tender—the ceils th a t are 
forming (and ali growth is by the formation and 
increase in size of new cells) must therefore he 
near the rao't exposed part of tho root. 
I t is 
supposed th at the tip of the finger is the most 
delicate and tender part of the hum an body, 
and it must be pushed through the earth, meet­ 
ing with the sharp angles of the fine par­ 
ticles of the soil. 
The first thing that such a 
person with such work, with a finger thus con­ 
stituted, would be to provide Hie finger tip with 
some sort of a protection—as a piece of leather 
to keep the tender flesh from being injured by 
contact with the soil. 
A similar protection is 
furnished to every root tip. 
The new growing 
cells are all kept from coming against the soil 
bv means of a root cap which covers the entire 
end of the growing root. 
This cap can he 
easily seen on many roots with tho naked eves, 
while in others it require* the ani of the mag­ 
nifying glass to discern it. 
This root cap is 
made up of hard-WHlled cells and is a growth 
from the growing point which it serves to pro­ 
tect. 
A s the cells are worn away on the out­ 
side, now ones are formed upon the inside of 
the cap, and in that way the protection is re­ 
enforced and kept intact.—[Country Gentle­ 
man. 


T H E C U L T I Y A T O K . 


Stirring va. T u r n in g the S o li. 
The alleged advantages derived by invert­ 
ing the soil as with a plough instead of stir­ 
ring it to an equal depth with some other im­ 
plement are, I believe, in m any instances 
more imaginary than real. 
Because the 
plough will more readily than any other tool 
we have, work in any condition of soil and to 
the desired depth, we often use it when some 
other im plement would answer equally well 
and do the work in half the time an d at half 
the cost. 
Several years ago I beard so good a 
cultivator as F. P. Root say at a farm ers’ 
meeting that he did not believe it to be 
always essential 
to good 
tillage 
that the 
soil lie inverted, 
but 
that 
in m any con­ 
ditions it m ight be put in as good tilth by stir­ 
ring to the same depth without turning. 
Of 
late years I have nearly abandoned the use of 
the plough, except when having either a turf, 
or coarse manure, to require boing ploughed 
under. 
After corn, beans, potatoes or roots I 
used to till, to prepare tho field for another 
crop, mostly with the wheel cultivator, but as 
that could not bo worked deep enough to suit 
mo. and as it was so hard on the teams, I made 
a long steel tooth about an inch in size, drawn 
to a point and projecting well forward, so 
a* to enter and pass through the ground easily. 
Putting these teeth on to tho wheel cilltiva- 
tir frame, instead of the heavy cast shank and 
its broad cultivator point, which give so large 
a surface of resistance aud friction to bo over­ 
come by the team in working them through 
tho soil; as a cultivator. I found that they 
were of lighter draught, when working even 
twice as deep as was practicable to work w ith 
other tools except the plough, and it would 
readily do a class of tillage which I had long 
felt tile need of, instead of liaviug to plough. 
For such work as the tilling of orchard and 
berry grounds and gardens, year after year, 
without 
ploughing, 
and 
for fall-ploughed 
land 
that had settled by 
spring too hard 
for the common 
drag or cultivator to put 
it in 
deep, 
fine 
tilth; 
for 
fitting 
corn 
or 
potato 
grouud 
for a 
following 
crop, 


AND FOR MANY OTHER OCCASIONS, 
it proved very efficient for deep tillage. 
B u t 
if there are thistles and other foul growth the 
land will require the cultivator iu some of its 
various styles, but those mounted on wheels 
are the most efficient. 
W h a t is better is to till 
before such foul growth gets much start, and 
then the spring tooth harrow will answer tho 
double purpose of barrow and cultivator, up­ 
rooting thistles, grasses and weeds in their 
early growth about as effectually as tho cultiva­ 
tor, aud twice as fast, while at the same oper­ 
ation doing good service as a drag. 
This, 
though one of 
our 
newest 
tools, 
seems 
to 
be 
a 
very 
practical 
ono. 
The 
dis­ 
tinguishing 
feature 
of 
tho 
smoothing 
harrow, as its nam e indicates, is to move 
lightly and slightly over the ground, levelling 
its surface, and it is the very hest im plem ent 
for dragging manure into the grass stubble iii 
top-dressing meadows and grass land. 
Of the 
numerous other harrows, each one has its 
merits, aud surely tho farmer can now' find 
styles euough to choose from. 
Besides all the 
common uses of the drag, I will mention some 
extra uses I have put it to. 
One is to drug the 
winter wheat 
and 
rye in spring, 
which, 
though it seems a harsh operation, is nearly al­ 
ways found to benefit the crop; besides, it is a 
great help to the young clover in getting a 
start. 
After sowing any grain with the drill I 
often drag, crossing the drill marks to oblit­ 
erate them before putting on tho grass or 
clover seed, and to mix the seed more in the 
ground. 
A t other times, wtieu a heavy rain 
lias packed the ground soon after sowing, I 
drag to loosen it up, if I can do so before tho 
sprouting of the seed. 
Many good farmer.* 
recommend using tho drag on corn when 
it is young, but I never could quito have the 
courage to do that, though I have seen very 
good results from the practice.—[Tho Tribune. 


P R U N I N G . 


"Valliable Suggestions. 
The pruning-knife often injures as m uch as 
it benefits, and, lienee, arises two schools in 
gardening—namely, those who prune on all 
occasions and those who prune not at all. 
As 
an instance of very bad pruning, we may go to 
many dwarf pear-grouuds, and find them con­ 
tinually shortened in, till tile end is like that 
of the injudiciously pruned maple trees along 
city streets. They die altogether, or present so 
poor an aspect that the owner concludes, n ot 
that ho is a failure, but that dwarf nears are 
not worth growing. 
Much of the failure with 
the dwart pear comes from bad pruning, though 
with the bestof care there are few places where 
they succeed to such an extent as to warrant 
the extravagant encomiums showered on dwarf 
pear culture u quarter of a century ago. 
The 
dwarf pear delights more,perhaps, in the prun­ 
ing knife than any other fruit tree, except the 
grape; but, instead of shortening in the vigor­ 
ous snoots, which are the life of the tree, aud 
leaving tho weak and half-dead wood, it is 
this small trash that should be cut away. 
Then, again, we have to look at tho questions 
of growth or fruitfulness. 
If a tree is already 
growing with great vigor, pruning will only 
induce a more vigorous foliuceuus growth, 
winch is antagoni'tio to fruitfulness. 
And, 
again, if not growing as vigorously as we 
desire, one good pruning may remedy this. 


PRUNING IS A GREAT ART, 
and vet one th at is soon understood, if we ro- 
flect on a few fundamental truths. 
Grape­ 
vines m the open air, on arbors and trellises, 
should have their pruning 
finished before 
warm spring days set in, or they will bleed. 
It does not injure them much, bu t it look* 
bad. 
Tho pruning must lie regulated by the 
condition of the vine, 
l f the vines are young 
and tho shoots weak, cut them all back to 
make a new vigorous growth, 
l f already a 
fair quantity of strong shoot* of last season’s 
growth exist*, cut out tho weaker ones, so as to 
leave enough of stronger ones. 
Tho cane sys­ 
tem, slightly modified, is best for arbors and 
trellises in the hands of amateurs generally, 
'ibis implies 
a 
new set 
of canes every 
vear or two. 
I f , 
as 
frequently happens 
from bad m anagem ent, 
all Hie young aud 
strong bearing wood < xists only at the end of 
the vinos, aud these latter have become noth­ 
ing but ’long, ropy-looking apologies for what 
a vine should he, tho whole cane may be buried 
down iii the soil to where the strong shoots 
spiing and the young wood of last season 
trained un from tins. 
The plant will then 
recover its go'-d appearance quite as well as by 


rutting down, with the advantage of not sacri­ 
ficing a year’s crop of fruit. 
Bruning of most 
kinds of fruits Las been accomplished through 
the winter. It is customary, however, to leave 
the peach till toward spring, in order to cut out 
any wood th at may he injured through tho 
winter. 
In other respects the peach should 
have little pruning at this season, as it tends 
only to make it grow more luxuriously, aud a 
too free vigor of growth is a fault of the peach 
iii this climate. 
The only pruning admissible 
is that which has for its object the production 
of shoots in naked or desirable places. 


CO BN C U L T U R E . 


r ia n tln g and Cultivation o f Corn. 
A s soon as the weather has become settled 
and the ground is warm aud dry, whenever 
that m ay be, corn should be planted. 
A t the 
South the work is already begun and will be 
accomplished long before the bulk of the 
crop is planted in the Middle aud Eastern 
States. 
Early planting, generally speaking, 
gives best results, hence, whatever the latitude 
when Hie weather 
and 
soil will permit, 
farmers ought to bo ready to drop their seed. 
Tho grouud m ust be rich 
and friable to 
produce paying yiolds of corn. 
Sod land was 
broken up last fall or during the early w inter 
bv experienced farmers. 
In localities where 
there were cornstalks 
to turn under, fall 
ploughing was also in order, as it was at tho 
South, where cottou seed was sown a* a fertil­ 
izer. 
W here spring ploughing is to he done 
the ploughs should be started as soon as tho 
soil is dry enough to adm it of it. 
P lanting 
corn In drills is now the common practice. 
F lat culture is in order except on low lands, 
where cultivating in hills is still practiced. 
For large growing varieties of corn the rule is, 
drills from four to five feet apart, while for 
small 
corn 
a distance of 
three feet 
is 
sufficient. 
The plants are thinned to from 
three feet to eighteen inches in the drills, ac­ 
cording as the variety may suggest. 
The seed 
should not be covered too deep; two indies are 
quite sufficient and more than enough in m el­ 
low ground. 
The 
use of the roller after 
the seed ha* been drilled in is very generally 
practiced by progressive farmers. 
TH E BEST WAY TO FERTILIZE LAND 
for the corn crop is to sow broadcast good m a­ 
nure, and plough it in if it bo coarse, or har­ 
row it iu if well pulverized and decomposed; 
where commercial fertilizers 
are employed, 
sow these broadcast and barrow id. 
While it 
is generally conceded to be a mistake to de­ 
pend alone on concentrated fertilizers placed 
in hill or drill, these are often employed in 
connection with the manure sown broadcast. 
a* they ensuro an early start—a good point 
gained when 
planting 
has been delayed. 
W hen concentrated fertilizers are used in hill 
or drill care should be observed that the 
seed does not come in direct contact with 
these; 
let a covering of earth intervene. 
Cultivation ought 
to begin 
early and be 
repeated often enough to keep tho weeds down 
aud the ground mellow uutil the corn is in 
tassel, when it m ust cease. 
In the cultivation 
of this crop the cultivator bas largely taken 
the place of Hic hoe. 
Under present modes of 
culture suckeriug is usually dispensed with, 
except from small portions of the field where 
seed corn is to be gathered. 
Root pruning, for 
a time advocated, has failed to gait! favor, 
therefore, the seed, once germinated, shallow 
culture is in order. 
The importance of plant­ 
ing carefully selected seed, also seed adapted 
to the latitude and soil iu which it is to grow, 
is too well understood to need urging here; but 
the caution to test all seed previous to plant­ 
ing,over which tho shadow of a suspicion rests, 
may not prove amiss.—[The W orld.

G eneral Notes. 
W e have green pease from May to August, 
fresh, picked daily, of uniform growth,for asin- 
gle ripening pod injures the flavor of the whole; 
and from August to May we have the canned 
“ La F avorite” variety, which, as we get it, is 
next door to the fresh garden picked. 
I t is 
little trouble now to grow one’s own pease, 
early, medium arid late varieties. 
Given a 
fair soil with some well-rotted m anure if it is 
needed, and our programme runs thus: 
Ju st 
as soon as the snow is off and deep freezing 
not expected, aud the grouud dry euough to 
work at all, in go the pease even if the first 
heads 
stalling 
do 
got 
a 
frost 
nip— 
pease 
will 
stand 
that. 
W e 
plant 
some 
.“ Improved 
Daniel 
O’Rourke,” 
and some “A lph a;” also some of the “ Am eri­ 
can W onder” aud some “Champion of E n g ­ 
land,” all on the same day. 
The first named 
is comparatively poor, but cooked in milk with 
a trifle of sugar added it goes very well—far 
better than none. 
The “ Daniel O’Rourke” is 
early aud prolific but needs a little brush as it 
grows three-feet stalks. 
By the lime the 
“ O’Rourke” and “ A lpha” are eateu, in comes 
the “Am erican W onder,” and a wonder it is 
for its prolificness, dwarf stems, no brush 
needed and its superior eating quality—the 
only very early dwarf 
wrinkled pea, 
and 
“ wrinkled” applied to pease is almost synony­ 
mous with good quality. By the time these go, 
along comes the king pea, “Champion of E ng­ 
land,” 
There are others like it 
claimed 
to 
be 
better; this 
is 
good 
enough 
for 
us, 
and 
seed 
is 
abundant 
and 
cheap almost every where now. 
But after the 
first sowing, and for two weeks, new sowings 
of the W onder aud Champion should be made 
every four or five days, to keep up a constant 
succession. 
After two week* or so, follow 
with very frequent sowings of the Champion, 
or if without brush, the Wonder, so as to 
have a daily supply far into summer. 
As 
fast as tho pease are off, other crops, as cab­ 
bage, turnips, etc., may occupy the ground. 
Al ways save enough of tho earliest and best 
pods to ripen for next year’s seed. 
Sow such 
medium-growing kinds as Daniel O’Rourke in 
rows 2% apart; the Wonder, rows 12 to 15 
inches apart; Champion, 3 feet apart, and pro­ 
vide plenty of brush, or some kind of trellis, 
for it, 3 to 4 feet high. 
Cover pease 2 to 3 
inches deep.—[The Agriculturist. 
There are two methods of growing sage. Tho 
New E ngland cultivators sow the seed where 
the plant is to grow lute in May or early iu 
June. 
Land free from stones, in good tilth, 
but only moderately manured, is worked as 
fine as possible, finishing with rakes after the 
harrow; the rows are m arked at fourteen to 
eighteen inches apart, and the seeds covered 
an inch or less, using about five pounds of 
seed to the acre. 
The crop m ust be carefully 
weeded, especially when the plants are young, 
but when well established they require less 
care. 
The growers near New York follow au 
entirely different method. 
The seeds are sown 
in a seed-bed, just as cabbage aud other plants 
are raised tor transplanting. 
Tile bed tieing 
well prepared, tho seed is sown broadcast, to 
be, as near as may be, half an inch apart, 
evenly 
raked 
in 
and 
the 
surface well 
patted down with Hie buck of the spade. 
The seed is sown the last of April ortho first of 
May, and the young seedlings kept clear of 
weeds. 
In July tho plants are set upon land 
from which an early crop of cabbages, beets, 
etc,, has been taken. 
The rows are made oue 
foot apart, and the plants are set eight or nine 
inches distant in tho rows. 
In New England 
the crop is harvested in autum n, cured and 
baled for market. 
The Now York growers 
send nearly all of the crop to market green, 
there being always a sale for it when bunched 
in this condition. 
If any is left unsold, it is 
spread thinly to dry, and marketed in winter. 
W hen the plants are large enough to cover tho 
ground, those in every other row aro cut out 
aud marketed in September, aud in another 
month the plants In the remaining rows spread 
and cover the grouud before frost checks vege­ 
tation. 
Thyme is grown in a similar manner 
iu all respects, aud the bulk of it is also sold 
green, the dem and being about equal to that 
for sage. 
A first authority in Am erican grape culture 
prefers and practices the annual renewal sys­ 
tem—that by which one or tw'o new canes aro 
grown up from the ground or near it, every 
year for bearing next year, and tho bearing 
wood of last year is cut away. 
The treatment 
is thus made a* simple as that of a raspberry 
stool,only that the raspberry bearing cane ceaess 
growth of itself, and in the vine it is cheeked 
by pinching back closely to two leaves beyond 
tho cluster- of fruit and rubbing out all lion- 
beariug shoots excepting Hie two left for bear­ 
ing next year. 
Tile vine is preserved from ex­ 
haustion 
bv overbearing bv thinning out 
small, imperfect or crowded bunches; the re­ 
tained oues Hie a become large and handsome, 
and ripen evenly and completely. 
Larger 
clusters and juicier berries are obtained in this 
way, tho circulation being short, opeu and free 
through the roots, protected in the soil and tho 
new wood. 
This low culture is convenient for 
the pruner and for laying them down in No­ 
vember if each shoot is started with a slight 
horizontal inclination so as to bend down 
readily without fracture. 
I t is a method bet­ 
ter adapted to vineyard culture aud close 
planting th in to house-vard uses w here arbors 
or trellises aro often desired as shade to win­ 
dows or walks. 
B u t it is generally, and with 


reason, believed th at the grapes from a long, 
old cane are finer flavored than those in which 
the sap comes directly from the roots to tho 
leaves without traversing much wood. 
Sawdust, and especially pine sawdust, ha* 
been denounced time and again by farmers 
who aro too lazy to use it, or who are too sot 
in their ownopinion to investigate any subject. 
W e do uot claim great m auurial value in saw­ 
dust of any kind; where it is carried down 
streams below saw-mills, and is deposited ih 
thick coatings over wet meadows, where it 
must rot slowly, if at all, it often does m uch 
barm. 
The soil of good land, washed in large 
quantities upon mowing field.*, also sometimes 
does much damage, as farmers living upon, 
livers learn to their sorrow, but it does not 
necessarily follow that good soil is of itself 
poisonous. 
W e have used pine sawdust very 
freely for years as bedding for cattle and to 
absorb the liquids, aud we have yet to learn 
th at it is not a g n a t deal better ^ n no bed­ 
ding absorbent. 
W e would use only about 
enough to retain the liquids. 
A little care is 
needed, if U'ing it green, that It does not heat 
and drive off the gases of tile manure. 
Horse 
m anure and sawdust will heat freely, and 
should be spread otten, or kept tramped hard 
bv hogs. 
It is well to use horse m anure to 
absorb the liquids of the cattle stables. 
Dry 
loam is worth more perhaps than sawdust as a 
manure, but it is not so cleanly to use as bed­ 
ding. 
E ach farm er should use such ab'orb- 
eots as can be procured most readily in bis 
vicinity, but lie should certainly use some­ 
thing to save all the liquid manures. 
Our best sucte-s has been in scattering the 
seed over growing w heat on a cool morning 
early in April, when an inch depth of frost 
opens the ground in cracks into which the seed 
fall aud is lightly covered by the thawing 
earth. Both this and the wheat, but especially 
the clover, are usually benefited by a broadcast 
sowing of grouud plaster in May. 
So marked 
is this sometimes that ono eau write his nam e 
iu large loiters with plaster sowiug aud the 
letters will be distinctly visible in the more 
luxurious green, when tho clover plants, at 
first protected from the sun by the wheat 
plants, have a chance for full growth after the 
wheat is cut. 
The experience of many who 
raise m uch clover is that a good catch is most 
certain if the seed is not sown until the soil 
is warm and mellow'. 
The clover starts into 
growth at once, and strong plants are quickly 
obtained. 
The chief danger of delay is that 
the still feebly-rooted plants may be caught by 
dry, hot weather and killed. 
W hile plaster is 
a good top-dressing for clover on most soils, if 
one’s own experience or that of his neighbors 
docs not indicate this, other light top-dre*siugs 
may be useful—some soluble fertilizer, as 
superphosphate or muriate of potash. 
C’iover 
responds to any attentions of this kind, and 
makes a good return in the mass of foliage aud 
rich material it gathers from tho soil aud air— 
material that, when ploughed in, richly pre­ 
pares the soil for other crops. 
As soon as the young tobacco plants make 
their appearance, and in order to be sure of 
enough plants, the bed should be resown with 
about half as much seeu as was sown at first. 
This will ensure a good staud should the first 
crop be injured by the fly. 
A nother precau­ 
tionary measure w hich should not be neglected 
is that of giving tho plants, as soon as they 
appear, a top-dressing of gypsum, in which 
rags saturated with coal oil have laiu for sev­ 
eral hours. 
Only a light dusting will be 
required after each rain. 
One-bixteenth of an 
ounce of strychnine dissolved in one bucket of 
water and sprinkled over the plants is also 
said to prsvent the ravages of the fly. A heap­ 
ing tablespoonful of paris green, mixed in a 
little water and then stirred into a bucket of 
water, would answer Hie same purpose. 
Oue 
gallon of Peruvian guano dissolved in oue 
barrel of water serves an excellent purpose in 
stimulating a rapid growth ot 
the young 
plants, winch is a good preventive remedy 
against the attacks of the fly. 
A more simple 
plan, aud one now much practiced iu the to­ 
bacco districts of Clarksville, Teun., is the 
tying of a ben, with young chicken* six or 
eight days old. in the centro of the plant-bed. 
Ammoniated superphosphate of lime, sown 
broadcast at the rate of one and a half pounds 
to the square rod, is au excellent top-dressing 
for the plants. 
I f it is important to get a crop of fodder the 
present year, one ton of ground bone may be 
applied to each acre and well mixed with the 
soii; about the first of Ju n e sow on the two acres 
two and one-half bushels H u n garian grass 
seed. 
I f the season is fair a heavy crop may 
be expected. 
Tho last of A u g ust cross-plough 
and apply to the two acres tour cords of good 
baru manure and seed down to grass. 
If good 
wood ashes can be purchased tor twenty-five 
ceuts a bushel, it would be better aud cheaper 
to apply one-half ton of bone and sixty bushels 
of ashes to each acre instead of a ton of bone 
Phosphates reduced by acids will show better 
immediate results than the bone, but will not 
be as lasting, therefore are not as good where 
it is desired to improve the crop for several 
years in advance, 
lf it is not important to 
get a crop the present season the land may be 
sown to grass this spring, blit it should be 
done at ouce, before the ground gets so dry the 
seed will not grow. 
Good judges estimate 
that with 
commercial manure* a t present 
prices, it is cheaper to buy stable m anure at 
86 per cord delivered on the laud, if it is of a 
good quality. 
A member of the State Board of Agricul­ 
ture gave iu a recent address some new’ views 
even on the worn subject of raising potatoes, 
aud pressed others, equally sound and better 
known, but too m uch neglected. 
He, like 
another writer, finds that small tubers produce 
much more thau large ones, and that of tho 
latter the seed end starts first, and usually 
yields hest. 
H e is careful to keep the sued po­ 
tato from sprouting and in the dark, although 
as to this last niauy practice very successfully 
quite the reverse, asserting that greened anil 
hardened 
whole potatoes are the hest for 
planting. 
The Jackson W hite has been his 
favorite variety for ten years; 2 5 0 bushels is 
a fair crop, and 3 0 0 best. 
E ight cords of 
m anure to the acre is used and put on the sur­ 
face in preference, with ail the ashes he can 
get. 
The hills are three feet.apart both ways, 
with two seta in each, and oul.v two or three 
steins. 
H e finds level culture best, and kills 
weeds quito as completely and easily as those 
who hill, as he plant* iu deep furrows and 
covers thinly at first, tho horse-hoe doing the 
rest of the covering aud d e m o b b in g all weeds 
bv the same stroke. 
But a* to manure and 
culture every man m ust learn his own land; 
what would be good for one farm may not 
work well on another. 
Sonic entertain the idea that grease in ground 
bone is a sign of goodness. 
This is true in a 
certain degree, since fresh raw bone is greasy, 
while old bones th at havc\beeu exposed to the 
weather and bones that have boon boiled and 
steamed are not greasy. 
It is agaiu true that 
weathered bones are not so rich in nitrogen as 
fresh raw bones. 
On the oilier hand, grease 
is n o ta fertilizer, and while the extraction of 
grease is accompanied by more or less loss of 
nitrogen, this loss is partly or perhaps fully 
compensated bv Hie greater friability, porosity 
and more ready decomposibility of the boiled 
bone. 
Those bones from which the grease 
has been extracted absorb water more readily, 
and therefore enter into putrefactive decay 
more quickly 
and 
feed 
vegetation 
more 
promutly than fresh raw hones. 
Grease in 
ground bones should not be relied upon as a 
test of good quality. 
Bones slightly boiled to 
extract grease are not injured for fertilizing 
use. 
Bones from which touch gelatine has 
been removed are reduced in 
commercial 
value, but are still an excellent fertilizer when 
they are to be had at a fair price. 
The m anure from fowls is not suitable for 
use as it is collected, but should always bo 
pulverized first bv tho moistening and heating 
and slackening process. 
This is done bv put­ 
ting any amount—and the more the better— 
ou to the barn floor or cellar bottom, wetting 
and sprinkling it well down as each bushel is 
added to the heap, so that it will be well 
moistened throughout the whole, then spat 
down tho surface of the pile arid leave it to 
heat and steam up some, but be sure not to let 
this process continue too long, nor let it get 
warmer than one can bear his hand in the pile; 
then shovel it over and spread somewhat as it 
is turned, and if it works right it will cool off 
aud bo well pulverized atter once or twice 
more shovelling and spreading. 
I think that 
in doing this job again I would throw a good 
coat of land plaster over tho heap when it was 
first laid down, aud would mix in some more 
at each time turning the mass, though I can­ 
not advise this from experience. 
In this line 
condition: it will more properly m ix with the 
soil, aud can more readily be used as plant 
food. 
Spinach is hardy, own brother to the beet. 
If in fairly rich soil it may bo used from the 
lime it is large enough to thin up to the show­ 
ing of the flowfii-stalk. 
Sow in rows, like 
beets, twelve inches apart; when large enough 
to be crowded thin out a portion for use; re­ 
peat the thinning two or three times, leaving 
the last plants six or eight inches apart, and 
these should he used before the seedstaik begins 
to run up. 
The first sowing may be among tho 
earliest in the garden, and again every two 
weeks until the end of May. 
Sown later than 
this it runs to seed too soon. 
For m id'um m er 
the New Zealand spinac i is an excellent sub­ 
stitute. 
Do not sow until the soil is well 


warmed in May; 
drop the seeds s ir inches 
apart in the drill, and when up thin to a foot 
apart. 
The plan t spreads and the rows should 
be two feet apart. 
For m arket the mediuin-sized pea bean is a 
good variety, but in some localities the yellow- 
eyed bean is preferred. 
l f the right kind of 
pea bean can be obtained they 
will yield a 
large crop, and as they will always A nda ready 
sale in any market, as a rule, they are a safo 
crop to grow. 
For ease of cultivation it is best 
to plant in hills three feet apart each way, aud 
six to eight beans to the hill is enough. Apply 
four to five cords of good baru m anure to the 
acre, spread broadcast and m ix well with the 
soil. 
In cultivation keep the land perfectly 
level aud stir the soil often euough to keep it 
loose. 
Most of the labor of cultivation should 
be done with a horse, cultivating the field both 
ways, and doing the work in fair weather after 
tho dew is off. 
Young stock of ali kinds will bo putting in 
an appearance about this time, and ample ac­ 
commodations, aud warm, dry quarters should 
be provided. 
Cold aud wet, especially the lat­ 
ter, kills a groat m any young tilings of all 
kinds. 
W ith a dry place, away fiom c o li 
winds, and plenty of wholesome, nourishing 
food natural to each, there should b elittle loss 
from sickness or death among young animals. 
Some will be tem pted to tu rn cattle to pasture 
as soon as tho snow is melted, but ordinarily 
it Is a poor practice. 
I t injures tho pasture to 
tramp it bofore tho ground settles, aud the 
grass has a poor show when it is fed close 
through tho entire season. 
In all case* where land was laid down to 
grass last f ill, either with wiuter rye or with­ 
out, a careful exam ination should be made to 
see if there are not portions winter-killed, and 
resow with seed all such places; tile seod will 
catch and grow without harrowing. 
Clover 
seed may be added early this month at the rata 
of ten pounds per acre with success, the crack­ 
ling oi the ground by the action of the frost 
will afford ample covering. 
I t is feared that 
the value of clover is not fully appreciated; it 
is very nutritious to stock, and on the whole 
increases the fertility of the soil rather than 
diminishes it, and may well be considered an 
important branch of good husbandry. 
E nglish weights and measures in common 
use in m arket reports of agricultural produce 
are thus defined: A truss of straw, 36 pounds; 
a truss of old hay after September I, 50 
pounds; 
a truss of new hay, GO pounds. 
Thirty-six trusses constitute a load. 
One 
stone of butcher’s meat is 8 pounds. A n ordi­ 
nary stone is 1 4 pounds, a quarter is 28 
rounds, a hundredw eight is four quarters or 
112 pounds, a bushel of hour is 56 pounds, 
a sack of flour or five bushels i^ 2 8 0 pounds. 
In dry measure three bushels equal one sack; 
of grain, 
four bushels; twelve sack* equal 
one chaldron; eight bushels or two sacks equal 
one quarter, aud five 
quarters equal one 
load. 
Jam es J . H . Gregory says of the early 
am ber sugar cane: 
“ This new variety of 
sugar cane created quite a sensation among 
the farmers of the W est, as a sugar producer, 
in 1878-79. 
For the past two seasons it has 
not given so m uch satisfaction as a source for 
sugar, but is still a great resource for the m an­ 
ufacture of syrup among the farmers of the 
great 
West. 
A great success; has been 
reached at last in the manufacture of syrup 
up to latitude of 4 4° 30', which includes al­ 
most every portion of tho Northern States. 
The yield per acre of syrup is from 1 40 to 
2 8 0 gallons, and the produce of sugar is about 
s ir pound* to the gallon of syrup. 
Tins syrup 
is equal in quality to the best syrup of tbs 
stores, aud brings as high a price in the m ar­ 
ket. 
A rough wind prevents the regular spread­ 
ing of seeds, therefore choose a still day for 
sowiug grass seed*. 
Instead of m ixing clover 
and grass seeds together, the practice is rec­ 
ommended of going twice over the laud, sow­ 
ing tho light grass seeds first, passing up and 
down the furrows and subsequently crossing 
the lands at right angles with the m ixture of 
clovers and other heavy seeds. 
The bush- 
harrow should he applied im m ediately before 
and after sowing, thereby covering the seeds 
before the birds or a change of weather can 
interfere with them. 
After harrowing the 
whole should be carefully rolled. 
I t is better to plant potatoes early, then a 
second crop may bo grown on the sam e laud 
after they are off; either fall turnips, H unga­ 
rian grass, or land may be sown down to glass 
with the best success. 
Better plant iii drills, 
cover with a plough, then harrow and drag 
just before they come up. 
Thorough cultiva­ 
tion should be made without any hand hoeing. 
Economv of labor should be carefully studied, 
aim ing to secure the best results with the least 
labor. 
As our pastures are generally in such a worn­ 
out condition it is necessary to supplement 
them with green crop*, in order to keep up the 
flow of milk from our cows. Oats may be sown 
for that purpose as soon as the land can be 
worked in suitable condition, then barley as a 
following crop, and oats for ag rain cro p should 
be sown as early as possible. 
They are less 
liable to rust if sown early. 
Currants are so acceptable in ho t weather 
and so useful for jelly th at oue is uot likely to 
have too many. 
Plant them six feet apart, 
not against a fence, but where thev can bo 
reached on all sides and allow three or four 
main stems to grow. 
The “ Versailles” and 
“W hite Grape” aro among the best; 
the 
new “F a y ’s Prolific” very promising. 
Clover seed m ay be sown on fall-seeded 
fields of rye, wheat or grass, and the surface 
harrowed with a light, fine-tooth harrow, or 
rolled with an iron roller, or both, as the char­ 
acter of tho soil mav demand. 
If the surface 
is light, and full of cracks, and the soil moist, 
most of the seed falling into the cracks will 
germinate aud grow. 
Spring rye, oats, wheat and barley should be 
sown as soon as the ground can be made mel­ 
low, and in the order named, barley being a 
little more tender thau the others. 
Rye and 
oats will not be injured by freezing after the 
spires break ground.

Difficult as is th e question of sew erage for 
cities, there are still m ore difficulties th a t occur 
in tow ns ana villages w here no provision has 
been m ade for tho delivery of the liquids ana 
various solids th a t form th e excretion or the 
offalling of linusehold IIH*. 
In the ru ral arran g e­ 
m ents of a siuglo household the question of old 
was quite sim ple. The k itcheu slops wert) fed to 
the pigs, tho d u st or general sw eepings throw n 
into the fire, and the dry con ten ts of the p riv y ’ 
w ent into th e general com post-heap and upon 
the fields. Any variation from th is was a negli­ 
gence, and a filthiness so indefensible as to brin g 
the fam ily into disrepute as to cleanliness. 
Hut 
in close villages and larger tow ns m uch of th is is 
im practicable. 
W here w ater is introduced in to 
houses, Hie q u an tity of fouled liquid Is so in­ 
creased th a t there m ust be resort to some other 
form or carriage. The choice is between convey­ 
ance into th e nearest stream , throw ing hero and 
ttiere upon the ground, or in surface irrigation 
or subsoil irrig atio n or a cesspool system . 
W here 
there are bu t few houses, a com m on brook m ay 
answ er for delivery; but hundreds of villages aro 
illu stratin g how easily such small stream s become 
fouled and how unsafe it is to tru st to this m ethod 
of riddance. 
Many of these stream s are nearly 
dry in sum m er. T heir How is not rapid, aud they 
have none or the advantages w hich a ttach to 
rivers of g reater breadth, of stronger cu rren t and 
of varying depths of w ater. 
The lim it to whicu 
these brooks can be used needs to be closely de­ 
fined, and no villago should long rely upon them . 


S U R FA C E IRRIGATION 
has more of an application th an is generally ac­ 
corded to it. 
lf it m eans th a t th e slops are to be 
throw n out of the sam e back window, it m eans 
foulness and disgust; bu t if it m eans th a t slops 
are conveyed a way through some form of g u tter 
to the end of a deep yard, and th a t a t th e end of 
this g u tte r the soil is so arranged iu furrow s as 
th a t, by tile change of a board or the sh iftin g of 
a I nose end, th e relin e can be m ade to flow one 
week in one channel and another week in another, 
it is surprising how m uch of such refuse a well- 
drained and w ell-cultivated plot of ground will 
take care of.

The th ird plan, th a t of subsoil irrig a ­ 
tion, is th e application of much of the sam e 
principle by furrow s or tubes a few inches under 
the ground, so th a t the liquid can How in various 
directions and leak out through the loo-e jo in ts 
of tile tile, and so supply tho grow ing vegetation. 
To th is plan w hat is know n as the flush-tank is 
generally attached, in order th a t the flow m ay not 
bo by dribbles, which would AU up the tubes, hut 
by in te rm itten t gushes, so as to flush the tubes 
and keep them open. This plan is found to work 
well, and has been applied on a large scale at 
M em phis and at Lenox, to the sem inary a t P rince­ 
ton, and to various private houses w ith success. 
It is som etim es known as tile W aring plan, but is 
m uch older. 
The th ird m ost com m on aud m ost 
objectionable plan is th a t of a cesspool. 
THESE ARE PITS FOR THE STORAGE OF FILTH. 
F irst of all they Ignore the fact th at, w hile m ost 
excretions and liquid refuse, if gotten clear of in 
tw enty-four 
hours are 
harm less, the storage 
thereof provides for vile decom positions, which 
always m ean pollution of air, and som etim es 
mean the production of specific poisons. 
I t is 
tru e th a t, if far d istan t from houses and wells, 
and if kept from th a t heat w nicb is necessary for 
ferm entation, they often last long w ithout caus­ 
ing sickness. 
It is also tru e th a t, as a rule, on 
the top of them should be printed in large black 
letters; “ E x tra hazardous.’’ Theso cesspools aro 
built in tw o ways. 
One kind is m ade tig h t, like 
a 
cistern, so 
as to 
hold 
all 
th a t comes 
into it, 
and it is then em ptied, each year 
or 
oftener, 
by 
an 
odorless 
excavator 
or 
some other form of pail or apparatus. 
This 
m eans a good deal to em pty, where a w ater closet 
system in houses is in use; yet, if a cesspool m ust 
be had, th is is tile Halest and best. 
B ut too usual 
cesspool is m ade to leak off the liquid m atter into 
the ground, since thus they do no t till so fast. If 
the ground is porous, if its tren d or lower stra ta 
incline aw ay from buildings, and if now and then 
the cesspool is cleansed, such an arrangem ent 
often lasts w ithout harm for a lo n g tim e; but, un­ 
fortunately, we are not alw ays able to calculate 
the risks. 
F ilth lodged in little stream lets sev­ 
eral feet below the surface does not quickly lose 
its foulness; th e power of ordinary undrained 
ground to ^purify filth is generally overesti­ 
m ated. 
A fter a 'tim e it will lose its capacity 
of change, and the ground becomes filth-sodden, 
w ithout any evidence thereof upon the surface. 
W e have recently had an instance of th irty cases 
of enteric fever in a w ell-kept in stitu tio n of 300 
inm ates, w here tw o large privies and a large cess­ 
pool and w ater-closet system were w ithin a radius 
of 130 feet. 
F o r over seven years th ere had 
been no em ptying. The theory was th a t all soak- 
age ran away from the building, and inasm uch as 
m ost of the liquid drained off, there was no need 
of cleansing; bu t nevertheless, th e soil becam e 
tain ted . 
A hot cellar furnace deep in th e ground 
served as a w arm er for th e soaked ground, as well 
as for the sightly buildings. 
L arge hotels, col­ 
leges, or close villages cannot afford to have such 
d eath -trap s.—[The Independent.

The m illinery th is 
spring is sim ply lovelv. 
Straw s of every description and color are in 
vogue. 
The Im ported lace and M anilla straw s 
will bo worn for dress bonnets; and late im porta­ 
tions have opened to us the F arisian “ love of a 
bonnet,” in white, cream , pale pink aud blue 
crape. 
It is m any a year since crape bonnets wero 
w orn. We predict g reat popularity for them . 
In straw s, tho satin porcupine is a novelty, and 
will take. It is very lig h t in w eight, and, being 
satin-fiDished, requires no ex tra lacin g ,w hich adds 
greatly to the w eight of a hat, and is specially 
felt in the sum m er-tim e. 
These straw s come in th e n atu ral tin t, wine, 
blue, brown and black, and in tim rolling brim 
tu rb an , the sugar-loaf, round hat, pokes and 
gypsy, ranging in price from $ 1 7 5 , untrim m ed, 
to $3. 
A stvlish im ported h at in fancy straw , known 
as the’“ Hazel,” is a lovely shape. It costs $3 u n ­ 
trim m ed. Can be trim m ed in the latest stylo, 
w ith ribbon and flowers, for $9 50. 
R ougher straw s are in every description—the 
fretful porcupine or hedge-hog straw of last sea­ 
son; satin straw s w ith lace braid inserted; fine, 
old-fashioned L eghorns and E nglish straw s in 
groat variety. 
Nearly every fashionable color is found in 
straw s, and g reat care will betaken to m atch cos­ 
tum es in the bonnet or h a t and trim m ings, es­ 
pecially for travel. 
Full dress bonnets will usually be in th e capote 
or Fancbon, and to m any of these th is season is 
added a coronet. B onnets in these sm all shapes 
have the fram e covered w ith colored silk or satin, 
ann then Spanish lace is used iii the sam e shade. 
Favor is divided betw een beaded and flower 
crow ns; tho latter, if of delicate rosebuds, are 
very pretty. The ties aro of the Spanish lace, and 
are oftener cau g h t together w ith a delicate lace- 
piu thau tied in loops. 
Jet-lace bonnets have th e novelty of narrow 
velvet ribbon ties. 
Bonnets and hats are profusely trim m ed w ith 
flowers inside and out. Tho “ Hazel” has tho brim 
raised and indented on the left side, to be filled 
in w ith soft loops of silk or of flowers, Full 
w reaths of flowers till in the scoop front, or roses 
are placed in one side of the brim . 
Much de­ 
pends upon tho shape of face. 
R ibbons are lovely, and seem to grow w ider as 
tho season grows w arm er. Two w idths are, how­ 
ever, used, tho narrow one for ties.

S triking contrasts are lei t to o th e r m aterials, in 
the shape of pipings, in brig h t silk or satin em­ 
broidery, etc. 
Em broidered cashm ere aud cam el’s hair will be 
greatly in dem and—those em broidered in elalio 
rate designs of s< if-colored bilk selling from $05 
to $100. 
A lovelv, soft wool m aterial is im ported 
in delicate colors, aud a few blue, brow n and 
green, in dark shades. These have one selvage, 
iii a wide, elu b o r.’e applique p attern ot em broi­ 
dery in lace aud overw rought designs. The m ate­ 
rial is forty-six inches wide, selling for $3 per 
yard. D ressm akers say these goods cut to better 
advantage than the regular “ p attern s,” th a t have 
cuffs, vest, etc., outlined. 
In wash goods, the Cliam berys and zephyr, w ith 
the open em broidery ou tho selvage, in w hite 
floss, are selling rapidly. The colors are really 
choice and delicate, while arnoug them is found 
dark blue, brown, wine and black, em broidered 
w ith w hite. 'I he la tte r will make lovely, cool 
sum m er dresses for ladies IU m ourning. 
S kirts of dresses are gradually w idening, some 
'm odistes m aking them th ree yards at bottom . The 
new cotton salines are used for linings, and a 
novelty in finish for th e edge, taking th e place of 
the Bo-long-used narrow -plaited ruffles, is four 
lapping tucks or folds of satin, about th ree inches 
wide.

robes, train s are tho rule. 
A pretty toilet, worn a t an E aster wedding by 
one of tho guests—a young m arried woman—was 
of sapphire blue satin, w ith all its trim m ings ot 
the sam e m aterial. The tra m and bodice only 
were of satin, brocaded w ith flowers of moire; 
tile train was lined and tu rn ed up w ith revers of 
tho plain satin. The bodice was deeply vandyked 
back and front.

This friezo 
is, to our thinking, best when it seems to take the 
idea of the body of the paper below, and elaborate 
and finish it; b u t m auy aro seut to the m arket 
intended to m ake the strong contrast indicated. 
Tho p attern s on papers aro In great variety 
th is year, b u t

certain arrangem ent of design made

Palm branches and tropical 
shapes in genera), especially heisting pom egran­ 
a te s are to be Gould in all sorts “t b rillian t and 
de.lcate tin tin g s, and they bring a so rt of re 
m inder in them of the old-fashioned landscape 
papers, w ithout the landscape; others represent a 
sheeny dam asked 
or calendered expanse; an d 
there are others ip tangles and tangles of spiders’ 
webs or fish nets, either in sheets oi g ilt lines or 
in dark tin ts, in grays and maroons. 
The dull 
m aroon, neither so lig h t nor bright as th e Pom ­ 
peiian red, is found at last to make an excellent 
wall and background for pictures and statu ary , 
broken by unnoticeable blossom--ti a pea in gilding 
or neutral tints. B u t the paler tints are in pre­ 
ponderance, and tho^e are many lovely designs in 
the Pom padour pinks and blues; olive greens are 
also given, verging, as they pale, into sulphur and 
m any singular com binations ot vivid tin ts th a t

A northern room, 
on the other hand, w ants all the lightsom e gayety 
and variety it m ay have, and the pale yellows 
light up such a room w itn a mock sunshine th at 
goes a long way in prom oting its cheerfulness. 
W hatever tho p aper chosen, unless tho room is to 
be repainted, it m ust be sure to harm onize or else 
contrast w ith the body color of the existing paint, 
and not m ake a discord and confusion w ith th a t 
and the upholstery— a discord which forever 
teases the nerves in a sensitive person; and as tho 
carpet of the room is b u t seldom to be renewed, 
th a t also m ust throw it* weight into the discus­ 
sion of the question.” 


SCIENTIFIC m USEFUL. 
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\V. C. Shaeffor claim s 
to have in v en ted a 
system of levers on railroads which m akes it 
im possible for tra in s to approach w ithin tw o 
m iles of each other, even lf the tra in han d s 
and engineer are 
d ru n k or asleep. 
T ho es­ 
sential features of th e apparatus aro a c u r­ 
ren t of electricity, generated bv dynam o m a­ 
chines and sent along one rail for any given 
distance, and a retu rn wir • stru n g on poles 
to com plete the circuit. 
The c u rre n t along 
tho rail is in terru p ted by boxes co n tain in g a 
m agnet and un 
arm ature, placed every m ile 
along the track. 
W ith these th e re tu rn wire 
is connected. 
Tho m agnet in each box con­ 
nects by a w ire and rods w ith a lover a t toe 
Sula of th e 
track, and another lever in the 
engine depresses this ono by th e track as it 
passes over, breaking the c ircu it th a t was be­ 
fore closed and depriving the m agnet of th e at­ 
tractiv e force that had draw n th e arm atu re to it. 
The arm atu re then falls away from th e m agnet, 
the tra in rushes by, and the’ lever by the track 
springs up again. 
B ut the arm atu re, by falling 
away (rom the m agnet, lins throw n out a danger 
signal by the vide of th e track, and a t tho sam e 
tim e locked a catch which holds th e lever by the 
track rigid, so that it cannot yield to the pressure 
of the lever on another engine th a t may happen 
along. 
Instead of yielding, it forces up the en­ 
gine’s lever, w hich is always m ovable,though less 
so th an the ono by the track heiore tbe first had 
passed. 
Tho lever th u s forced up, by its sim ple 
m echanical connections autom atically blows tho 
w histle, shuts off steam and applies air to the 
brakes.

train 
passes 
on, 
practically 
safe from a rear collision; 
b u t 
at 
the 
end 
of a 
mile 
it 
reaches 
ano th er lever which it autom atically locks as it 
did th e first onr. 
W hen It reaches tho second 
m ile th ere is another box aud lever, and the latter 
is locked as before. B ut here an ingenious device, 
w orked by th e agency of Plectrlcity, unlocks tho 
lever tw o m iles back, a projection on tbe rear car 
forces down a lever on th e other side of the track, 
w hich, tlius forced down, closes tho cu rren t in 
the retu rn in g wire, th e m agnet in tho box two 
m iles in tho rear is given back its attractiv e 
power, the arm atu re is draw n home, and the first 
lever unlocked. 
A following tra in can now pass 
tins point w ithout in terru p tio n , nut as it passes, 
It again locks tho lever, and is secure from col­ 
lision in the rear. 
Tbe levers, it Is claim ed, can 
lie electrically connected with others two miles 
ahead of, as well as two miles behind the train, 
prev en tin g a collision w ith trasus coining tow ard 
it. 
T h e P r t n l i of Flower*. 
B otanical text-books often 
tell us th a t “ tho 
petals of flowers are of no physiological value.” 
M odern discoveries show this to be no t strictly 
true. 
There are, to bo sure, many flowers which 
perform th eir function w ithout petals; hut it does 
not follow th a t those which have petals would do 
us well w ithout them . Not perceiving th eir direct 
physiological value, some m odern observers have 
regarded them as m ere signal flags to a ttra c t in­ 
sects, In order to secure cro->s fertilization, and in 
tills connection it is interestin g to note th a t it is 
the colored flowers which are w hat are known as 
entom ophilous, while apetalous, colorless flow­ 
ers are anem ophilous, or w ind lovers, in the 
m atter 
of 
pollen ization, and 
thus 
ju st as 
likely to bo fertilized bv pollen from tile same 
tree as from d istan t one*. 
B ut it now seems 
th ere is a use’for petals beyond all this. 
It has 
been noted in th is colum n from tim e to tim e, last 
year, Cli At. there ts an accum ulation of heat iii tho 
flower-bud before expansion. In the larger floral 
envelopes, such as in aroids and palms, the tem ­ 
p eratu re bas been found as m uch as HP w arm er 
in th e spathes than iii even a sum m er heat ou t­ 
side tho closed hud. 
This enclosure and conse­ 
q u en t accum ulation of liest, no doubt, has some 
physiological value. 
J u st w hat this value may be 
we now nave an inkling of by a paper by Raphael 
hlicrfey, 
son 
of 
the 
Slierfey 
in 
whoso 
peach 
orchard 
one 
of 
the 
hard 
battles 
of 
G ettysburg 
was 
fought,

The paper Is given as the slinplo 
observations of a practical peach grower, bu t 
has tiot less scientific value tor th at. 
There are, 
as every one knows who has seen a peach orchard 
in flower, two classes of peach tree*. One has 
very U rge petals, the other very small ones. 
Mr. 
Rlierfey (iuds th a t in early spring, when tho late 
frosts often destroy the fruit prospects, the U rge 
petaled flowers enclose the stam ens and pistils 
louger th an those w ith small petals, and th a t, iu 
cases w here a day or tw o m akes all tho difference 
betw een a crop or no crop, these large-flowered 
kinds have the organs preserved from frost, when 
those unable to got protection, from the sm all 
petals, are destroyed, 
it is a novel and good 
illustration of the value of petal*. 
They enclose 
heat. 
M a l a r i a l Germ*. 
M. A. Laveran bas found In th e blood of p atients 
suffering from m alarial poisoning parasitic organ­ 
ism s, very definite in form aud m ost rem arkable 
in ch aracter; 
m otionless, 
cylindrical, curved 
bodies, tra n sp aren t and of delicate outlines, 
curved a t the ex trem ities; tran sp aren t spherical 
form s provided w ith fine filam ent in rapid move­ 
m ent, which he believes to 
bo anim alcules, 
and spherical or irreg u lar bodies, which appeared 
to be tim “cadaveric” stage of these, all m arked 
w ith pigm ent granules. 
Ho has also detected 
peculiar conditions in tho blood itself. 
D uring 
the year th at lias passed since he first discovered 
these elem ents, M. Laveran has exam ined the 
blood iii 192 patient* 
affected with 
various 
sym ptom s ot m alarial disease, and has found tile 
organism s in ISO of them , and ne lias convinced 
him self by num erous and repeated observations 
th a t they are not found in tho blood of persons 
suffering from diseases th a t aro not of m alarial 
origin. 
In general, the parasitic lindies were 
found in the blood only a t certain tim es, a little 
before and at the m om ent of the accession of the 
fever, and they rapidly disappeared under the in­ 
fluence of a quinine treatm ent. The addition of 
a m inute quan tity of a uilute solution of sulphate 
of quinine to a drop of blood sufficed to destroy 
tbe organism s. 
M. Laveran believes th a t the ab­ 
sence or the organism s in m ost of tho cases (only 
tw elve in the whole 192) In which lie failed to 
find them was due to the patien ts having under­ 
gone a course ot treatm en t w ith quinine. 


M a t h e m a t i c s a n d Geology. 
Professor Thom son, tho acknow ledged m aster 
of applied m athem atics iu G reat B ritain, startled 
the geologists a few years ago, by affirm ing th a t 
they m ust restrict tile long term s in geology, for 
the e a rth ’s age could not exceed 100,090,000 
years, and had not, perhaps, reached 50,000.000. 
Ho com puted the age, by m athem atical laws, 
from three different kinds of d a ta —the effecto r 
the tides oil the e arth ’s m otion, the sun’s heat and 
the cooling of the e arth ’s in tern al heat. 
P rofes­ 
sor H uxley and some of his associates protested 
th a t the m athem atician’s conclusion* could riot 
he accepted a* certain. 
B ut since then they 
have adm itted th eir force, and 
tile claim s of 
untold ages for the form ation of single stra ta 
Lava been m odified or abandoned. Tho m athe­ 
m aticians are pushing th eir victory farth er, 
and now assert th a t the so-called unlform itarian 
theory, which Mr. Lyon spent his life in dem on­ 
stratin g , m ust he given up. This theory claim ed 
th a t the sam e forces which are now operating to 
change tb e e arth ’s surf ace operated in the sam e 
way in tile earliest ages. 
The m athem aticians 
assert th a t these forces have changed greatly; 
tu a t the moon, for instance, was ohce m uch 
n earer the earth, and Hie tides, dependent upon 
its action m ust hpvo Deen hundreds et feet in 
height, and swept over the earth with prodigious 
power. The denudation of stra ta , h itherto unac­ 
counted for, can be easily explained by *uch 
action, 
i t is evident th a t geology is not yet one 
of th e exact sciences, and perhaps its arro g an t 
tone m ay yet be tem pered by a new-born hum ility.

THE FLOWER GARDEN. 


H o u se a n d C o rd o n P la n ts S u c c e s s io n In 
th e F low or G a rd e n —C u ltiv a tin g P a n s ie s 
- A b u t i l o n s . ______ 


Those who cu ltiv ate house and garden plants 
m ay now com m ence p reparations for securing a 
supply of plants for Hie sum m er garden. 
Many 
who have saved over som e varieties of bedding 
plants from last season m ay very readily propa­ 
gate a few in the bouse, especially of tlio-.r kinds 
which can bo increased easily. 
B ut there are 
some plants which it wil] not pay tho am ateur to 
attem p t to propagate iu the house on account of 
th eir slow grow th and tho difficulty of rooting 
the cuttings. Tea roses and cam ellias are am ong 
the roost difficult kinds to propagate successfully, 
and can be purchased or large grow ths 
more 
cheaply than thev oan be raised. 
But cult) ngs of 
m any of the varieties of soft-w ooded b ed d in g 
plants eau be easily rooted bv placing tho y o u n g 
grow th or “ tip s” in any kind of light soil or san.I, 
care boing taken to keep it constantly wet. 
Hap- 
p ry for tho am ateur, the kinds which can ho m ost 
easily rooted In th is way are the m ost popular 
bedding plants. 
G eranium s, coleus, verbenas, 
heliotropes, lantanas and aohyrantbcs are all v ay 
easily rooted, and none aro superior to these for 
m aking 
a display of flowers and foliage In 
“ m assed” bods or ribbon-Uue gardening. 
For 
m aking a gorgeous 
and 
co n stan t display of 
bloom ,com bined w ith an ever fresh and attractiv e 
foliage, nothing excels th e zonale geranium , and 
of all the varieties of th is popular plant which we 
now have, none is more popular than the old ana 
tried G eneral G rant. Many of the new er varieties 
have larg er and finer blossoms and handsom er 
foliage; b u t th a t w hich m akes the G eneral Grant, 
tho m ost popular variety of its cia*! for m assing 
and rlbbon-llne planting, is the fa c t th a t It com­ 
bines a very b rillian t blossom , a flower truss of 
enorm ous size, very profusely borne, and foliage 
of brilliant, green, co n trastin g finely with the 
rich scarlet, of the flower. A t a »aie ot plaula 
last season in New York 
PLANTS OF GENERAL GRANT BROUGHT TEN CENTS 
EACH, 
while plants of tho sam e size of tho fancy novel­ 
ties would not bring more than half th a t am ount. 
V erbenas, if propagated now for planting in tbe 
flower-bed, should be k ep t nipped, as the shoots 
continue to elongate, to induce a stocky grow th. 
A long, sltm -stem m cd verbena plant is a vert poor 
ono fur out-door planting. 
Verbena* should also 
ho kepi as cool as possible and well exposed to 
the sunlight. 
This produces a tougher stem and 
th ick er leaf, w hich enable tho plan t b etter to 
w ithstand the change on being planted o u t in 
open ground. 
H eliotropes and lan tan as require a 
good brisk tem perature and plenty or w ater whilo 
the young p lan ts are grow ing. 
These are the 
m ain requirem ents. 
Never allow a heliotrope or 
lan tan a to become checked or stu n ted in Us 
grow th, as it takes a long while to recover from 
tile effect. 
A fter cu ttin g s of geranium s, vet- 
nonas, etc., 
are 
well 
rooted, 
they 
should 
be potted off singly in pots not larger th an 
tw o 
and a half 
or 
th ree 
inches. 
These 
will usually accom m odate the young plants until 
planting-out tim e. 
Hut at ail tim es the plants 
should be kept iu a healthy grow ing condition, 
and to ald in this the pot* should bo plunged iii 
dam p saw dust or moss, to prevent the plants 
from drying out. 
No bedding p lan t roots morn 
easily from cu ttin g s or grows m ore rapidly than 
the coleus, and for this reason ti can lie con­ 
veniently raised in the house. 
Tho great diver­ 
sity in leaf-coloring aud m arking found in the 
new varieties of coleus introduced from year to 
year is truly w onderful; bu t I th in k the clim ax 
has been reached, and many of the new est sorts 
are ot really superior to some of the older kinds. 
F or rihbon-ll'ne planting three or four of the old 
varieties are used iii largest quan tity . 
Coleus 
have not been extensively used in garden decora­ 
tions more than a dozen years: bu t of all th e dlf. 
ferent varieties introduced since coleus have been 
grow n none is so popular today as Hie old ver- 
schaffeltii. 
Probably ten plant* of this kind are 
planted to one of any other, and in all large gar­ 
den! and floral designs, this variety predom i­ 
nates. 
in 
the w ludow -gardeu or greenhouse 
pelargonium !, 
IF THEY HAVE BEEN MAKING A THRIFTY GROWTH, 
will now be show ing flower buds, and should be 
encouraged in developing tliem by giv in g them 
plenty of sunshine, 
lin t the tem p eratu re should 
bo kept rath er cool and the air m oist. 
A bout 45° 
to o n 5 a t night, and OO0 to 70° during tho day 
will answ er. These rem arks will also apply very 
well to Hie m anagem ent of bloom ing p lait* of 
zonale and double geranium *, verbenas, pansies, 
sw eet alyssum and bulbs Intended for bloom ing 
iu tho house or greenhouse, such as livacin,tis, 
crocus, tulips, lily of tho valley, etc. 
If bloom­ 
ing plant* of geranium s, veroen'as and p lan ts of 
liko nature are kep t cool, Hie blossoms will re­ 
m ain iii good condition for a m uch longer tim e 
tn an if kept w arm . Pelargonium s should be 
closely w atched to see th a t they do not necomo 
pot-Pound. 
A lthough closely allied to the g era­ 
nium , tho pelargonium Is of a more shrubby 
n ature, aipl every possible m eans should be taken 
to keep it in a vigorous, grow ing condition. 
G eranium s which nave been kept in Hie cellar 
during the w inter may now lie repotted Iii ire-h 
got!, well pruned back—lf not done in Hie fall— 
and brought Into a cool, grow ing tem perature, lf 
the roots are strong and vigorous the pl nits will 
be well covered w ith foliage by spring, aud will 
make flue plants (or garden decoration ,but should 
be “ hardened off” a lte r taking from tho houso 
and before setting in the open ground. 
I.ast year 
all our geranium s were set in a square mass, with 
a rough fram e around them to keep off the wind, 
and allowed to rem ain so until the tim e of setting 
o u t in the open ground, witli no other covering 
th an a slight protection of m ats on cool nights. 
This was done A pril 25, and they wore nicely 
"h ard en ed ” in a few weeks. The Mr*. Pollock 
and sonio other H indi of fancy-leaved geranium s 
m ust not be subjected to p ry cold atm osphere, a* 
it will destroy the leaves. N either will these va­ 
rieties w ithstand very hot sun and winds, which 
will scald and curl the leaves and check the grow th 
of the plants. 
(tu c e n s ls n In th o F lo w e r G arden. 
A co n stan t succession of flowers in the orna­ 
m ental garden from early spring till autum nal 
frosts, from plant* which are hardy enough to 
cudure exposure a t all tim es iu open ground, Is 
capable of affording much pleasure to all coun­ 
try residents who have a taste io r refined im­ 
provem ent. 
More com m only only a few of the 
b rillian t bloomers are planted, which m ake a 
show for a brief season ouly, and are then gone. 
Thoro are luanv perennial plants which continuo 
year a fter year w ith little care, anil some of the 
bulbous roots rem ain as long. 
A nnuals require 
m ore attention, hut are im p o rtan t helps to a 
b rillian t succession.

which florists will add to tho above list; 
but 
these are elven to show w hat continued bloom 
may be obtained, w ith little labor, atte r such 
planrs have been established, w ithout reso rtin g 
to greenhouses or windows. 
C u ltiv a tin g P a n sies. 
F or sum m er bloom ing plants sow seed in th* 
house iu M arch or A pril. 
C igar boxes are very 
suitable for sowing seed. 
P u t in a layer of coarse 
sand for drainage, then one of horse m anure for 
bottom heat. 
F ill w itn rich, mellow earth sifted 
ann uuxeu with one-third silver sand, or finely 
pulverized leaf m ould. 
H ave it m oist but no t 
drenched. 
W ith a narrow strip of board, m ake 
tiny furrow s about one and a half inches a p art, 
and in these carefully drop the seed one by one au 
inch d istan t. Cover slightly and press tho soil 
firmly, then lay a piece of old soft flannel folded 
once or tw ice, and w ruug lightly out of warm 
w ater, carefully over the soil which will Keep it 
dam p. 
Cover with glass and keep in a warm 
place. 
In a few days see if the covering is dry, 
it so, dam p it attain and w atch for the scedluiL S. 
When they appear, rem ove toe flannel, but still 
keep on che glass, not, however, so close aa to ex­ 
clude all air. G radually in u re them to the sun­ 
light, and as soon us they Ii avo m ade four or five 
leaves it is best to tran sp lan t ev -ry other one, so 
th a t they may have room to grow.’ G reat care is 
needful w ith tender seedlings to Keep them from 
damming off. 
lf too wet. they will no this, or if 
kept too shady. Good ju d g m en t is essential for 
success. 
As the w eather becom es warm, expose 
them a t first an hour or tw o t > the outdoor air, 
and th u s prepare tuem for early bedding out. 
B ing hardy plants, uviug ou t of doors d arin g 
Hie w inter, w ith slight protection a t the N orth, 
they will bear tran sp lan tin g sooner than m any 
o th er seedlings. 
A rich, m oist sod, and som e­ 
w hat cool and shaded situ atio n , are best adapted 
for th e ir grow th. 
F o r w inter flowers, sow seed 
the last of A ugust or first of Septem ber, in a 
fram e or boxes k ept in a shady place. 


A b u t i l o n s . 
In bedding out abutilons it is b etter to have 
them iu pots, plugging the bole, or settin g the pot 
un a stone or piece of brick, so th a t tbe roots may 
not go astray, for if plunged directly in the ground 
they throw out m any roots, and the plant become* 
too large for repotting to adv m tage. l f , however, 
they are planted in the earth , iu A ugust they 
should be cut around tbe stock so as to bring the 
roots w ithin due bouuds, and tho plant can be 
pruned iu the autum n. 
This m ethod is applicable 
to all stro n g plants th at run largely to roots. 
They should be cut off sufficiently to leave only a 
bali of earth of convenient size to set in the pot 
when th e p lan t is transplanted.

bill which A r t h u r vetoed was n o t in violation 


of any provision of th e treaty, an d it is m ore 
thao dou b tfu l if th e bill was inconsistent w ith 
an outside a g re e m e n t th a t any two com m is­ 
sioners u n d e r s ta n d alike.

T o the m a n of m eans life 
in su ran ce is equally a ttractiv e, for he knows 
“ riches tak e to them selves w ings,” and th a t 
by av ailin g h im s e lf of th e benefits of this co­ 
operation, should his wealth be dissipated, his 
in s u ran ce stands as an an ch o r in reserve, 
w hich iii case of his loss will prevent bis 
fam ily from being blow n on th e jagged rocks 
of poverty.

g e n erally ou any other basis th a n t h a t of 
c o n tra c t.”

Tho 
lan d lo rd s in the upper c h am n er of P a rlia m e n t 
are b itte rly reproaching th e g o v e rn m e n t for 
th eir interference 
between 
them selves and 
th eir ten m ts in th e obnoxious la n d act, b u t 
how a b o u t such cases as t ie one lately b ro u g h t 
to lig h t, which runs as follows: 
O n an application to break a lease by a 
t e n a n t of Lord G orm anston, the lan d lo rd said 
ho offered the louse as a concession, th in k in g 
th a t by so doing he w ould tho more readily 
in d u ce his tenants to fall in w ith the increase 
of rent. 
U n d er certain circu m stan ces oue 
w ould n atu ra lly expect this w ould be so—as 
for e x am p le, if tho lease offered a dvantages to 
the te n a n t, a n d he were m ad e acq u a iu te u with 
its provisions and not notified to q u it in case 
he refused it. 
This course, how ever, does not 
seem to have com m ended itself to Lord Gor- 
m auston as either fair or necessary. 
H o ad ­ 
m itted th a t every te n a n t was obliged to accept 
a lease or quit, and his solicitor said tliut “ be 
did n o t su b m it tho lease or exDlain its pro­ 
visions to the ten au t who b a d no solicitor.” 
T h e lease contained all tho vices possible, 
w hich th e following provisions 
will suffi­ 
ciently illu strate: 
I n addition to the increase 
of re n t th e ten a n t was to pay all the county 
cess; 9 p er cent, on any re n t n o t paid within a 
m o n th of its falling due; § 1 5 penal re n t for 
every acre of crops not dealt w ith in a^ par­ 
tic u la r m a n n e r; § 1 0 0 every tim e bricks were 
b u r n t on th e land or a n y e arth used for the 
same. 
T h e tenant was bound to fu r n ish bis 
lan d lo rd with a*horse a n d c art for tw o days in 
the y e a r a n d to give oue m o n th ’s notice of 
any proposed im provem ents, 
for w hich bo 
bound him self to claim no c o m p en satio n , nnd 
so on. 
Su ch is freedom of c o n tra c t in Ire­ 
land. 


T H E D IF F E R E N C E IN P E O P L E . 


W h y is it th a t tho citizens of one State 
should differ so radically in n a tu re an d tem ­ 
p era m e n t from those of a n o th e r onlv a few 
miles a w ay ? 
The killin g of th e noted outlaw, 
Jesse J a m e s , in Missouri, after a lifetim e of 
crime, a t th e hands of one of his own kind, 
in stig ated 
by 
State 
rew ard, 
suggests 
the 
thought. 
T his State, w hich was bis b irth ­ 
place, has been the scene of the m ajority of 
the bloody outrages conceived in his fertile 
brain and carried out in horrible detail under 
bis direction. 
F o r years the citizens of that 
State h av e passively su b m itted to his depre­ 
dations, or at least have made no other resist­ 
ance th a n to offer rew ards for the capture of 
him self and his gang. 
H e boarded trains, and a t bis c o m m an d pas­ 
sengers held up their ban d s w hile lie rifled 
th e ir pockets of th eir m oney and other v a lu ­ 
ables. 
It was h a rd ly safe a t any tim e to ride 
across the State lest th e J a m e s boys should 
c h an ce to he in w a n t of funds, and conclude 
to im prove the condition of th e ir finances by 
d o n n in g out tho train. 
T his m a n has field the 
whole State of M issouri in his grip, and when 
ho spoke the people were a w ed to silence. 
H e 
becam e tho b a n d it ru ler of the 
Com m on 
w ealth, and was 
n o t content, but, like the 
great w arrior of old, longed for other fields to 
conquer. 
W i t h his chosen com panions, inclu d in g the 
three fam ous Y o u n g er brothers, he accordingly 
organized a raid into a quiet little tow n of 
M innesota. 
A t a given signal the gang on 
horseback rode in to N orthfield, the sh arp crack 
of th e ir revolvers rousing and startlin g tho 
peaceful citizens from th eir o rdinary pursuits. 
B ut for a m o m e n t only were these good people 
a t a loss w h a t to do. 
Before th e robbers were 
aw are of it, tb e ’r ran d o m fire was being re­ 
turned 
with such fatal effect that, as they 
hastily retreated tow ards the woods back of 
the town, they left two of th eir ruffian band 
dead in the street, w hile two more carried 
aw ay bullets buried in th e ir skins, as the 
resu lt.o f the well-directed aim of the aroused 
a n d d e term in ed 
populace, 
who b u t a few 
m o m en ts before bad no th o u g h t of war or vio­ 
lence, b u t who were, however, equal to the 
em ergency. 
F o llo w in g fast in the footsteps of 
the fleeing robbers was a sm all a rm y of indig­ 
n a n t villagers, d e te rm in e d on vengeance. 
On 
into the woods w e n t pursuers a n d pursued, 
a n d after a c am p aig n of three or to u r days all 
b u t two of the o u tla w 
band were dead or 
captured. 
T he prisoners su rren d ered to save 
th eir livo*, and succeeded in doing so merely 
to spend the re m a in d e r of their days in the 
S tate prison, w here they were soon confined. 
T h ey were surprised. 
Cole Y ounger, 
the 
eldest of the prisoners, re m a rk e d th a t it was 
the hottest tim e they ever had. 
T h e gang 
evidently h a d 
expected th a t there was no 
difference in 
the 
naturo of 
the people of 
Miiint sota and Missouri. O ne e x p erim e n t of 
th a t sort was e n o u gh,how ever, to satisfy them. 
N o more raids have been co ntem plated outside 
of th eir own State. 
T he N orthfield w hirlw ind 
wiped out all h u t tw o of th e ir n u m b e r, and 
bow these tw o m an ag ed to escape was alm ost 
a miracle. 
H ad they rem a in e d w ith their fel­ 
lows, they w ould h ave shared the sam e fate, 
b u t they stru ck off in a different direction and 
j by dividing tho trail the two fla m e s brothers 
eluded their d e term in ed pursuers. 
It is safe to say th a t had th e people of M is­ 
souri entered on a c am p aig n of exterm in atio n 
as vigorous as th a t in sta n tly in a u g u ra te d by 
the 
people of N orthfield the career of the 
J a m e s g an g w ould h av e been su m m a rily cut 
short. 
Such a re su lt would h av e b ad a whole­ 
some dissuading effect on other a sp iran ts for 
b a n d it honors, and the history of robbery, 
depredation a n d m urder, w hich w ill cling to 
th e State of M issouri for years, would h ave 
been forever unw ritten. 


W h e n Professor G oldw in S m ith writes to 
the London T im es th a t the great mass of the 
A m erican people would applaud such m eas­ 
ures in dealing w ith th e Irish question os “ the 
abolition of ju ry trial in ag rarian ca*es, tho 
collection of fair rents by s u m m a ry process, 
the suspension of representation of rebel dis­ 
tricts, the suppression of the press and special 
legislation co n cern in g foreign em issaries,” he 
displays the vastness of bis ignorance regard­

GAINES’ MILL. 


A Battle tho Turning Point in 
McClellan's Career; 


Where 
Tlionsnmls 
of 
Soldiers 
Marched, Fought and Died, 


During: Si* H ours of the H ottest 
Fighting* of the W ar. 


{Detroit Free Dress.] 
I spent the whole day riding over th e fields of 
New and Old Cold H arbors. 
M cClellan’s first 
prest battle w ith Joh n sto n brought on his second 
w ith Ik*©. 
He fought Johnston a t F air Oaks in 
th e last days of M ay—he confronted Lee a t t he 
H arbors in the la st days of Juue. 
It is a country 
e l farm s and torests, and hills and plains. A utum n 
was droppinc its ripe apples on the half-levelled 
breastw orks erected tw enty years ago, and the 
wild grapevines covered many a scar left on tho 
trees by ball and bullet. 
H ere are the swam ps 
In which Hie dead and wounded were sucked 
slowly down by the treacherous ooze, as shot and 
shell flew above them —bore the slopes and fields 
across w hich D eath rushed w ith bloody hands 
to claim his victim s by the thousand. A t the 
ton of this hill, w here Federal cannon thundered 
d estruction, a flock of sheep crop a t the short, 
dry herbage. 
Down th ere w here the little creek 
■teals soitlv un d er the green banks and noisily 
rushes over th® pebbles, the dead lay in heaps and 
th e w ounded crep t to Hie stream in such num ­ 
bers th a t the w aters were dam m ed back and 
eddies of blood w ent circling round. 
Ilere be­ 
hind Pow bite creek, where l ’o rter was m assed, a 
scbool-boy w ould tell you th a t in fan try would 
have a terrible advantage. All along this ridge is 
a g ra n d sweep for cannon, and In the ravine* be­ 
low a whole division can find safe cover. 
H ere 
a re scars to m ake you wonder. 
G reat lim bs 
I opped off—-trees cu t in tw< —rocks broken and 
sh attered —scars of bullets on every tru n k and 
lim b w hich w as grow ing here on th a t Ju n e day. 
I t is 
T h e O n ly O t h e r H pot In t h e W o rld 
resem bling the place a t F o rt R epublic w here the 
F ederal guns were m assed, and oyer which men 
fo u g h t and died like Jealous. There w ere thickets 
and jungles in th e p ath as battle-lines moved 
th a t day. They are here yet. 
As I sit on the old 
earthw orks along the G aines’ Mill road to sm oke 
a cigar a t noonday, down in those dark swam ps 
th e owls scold each other and the frogs call out as 
lf eyeuing bad come. 
You would w onder th a t a 
fa rm e rs horse could draw a c art over these fields, 
and yet it was here th.it b atteries cam e into posi­ 
tio n at a gallop—whole divisions charged—thou­ 
sands of men m arched, fought and died. 
M ar 
m ay seek the green meadow or the dark jungle-— 
th e ’hill-top or the dense forest. 
M cClellan had been warned of the approaching 
h urricane. 
His cavalry pickets had been driven 
In from the left hank of the C hickahouiiny; 
M eadow Bridge had been seized by the enem y; 
th e green grass at Beaver Dam had been wet w ith 
blood; Jackson was reaching out beyond the Fed­ 
eral flank. The heil bad tolled its w arning—a 
w arning which roge on the air above Hie shrieks 
of the wounded and the roar of the m usketry and 
cannon. The w arning was: 
“ Fall hack—sliorteu your lin es—m ass your a r­ 
tillery on the rid g es—hide your in fan try In tho 
ravines.” 
McClellan had obeyed. Jackson bad stru ck him 
like a thunderbolt, bu t he was not Paralyzed. 
W ith a grim coolness he issued th e orders which 
m assed m en and cannon w here they could not be 
flanked. Down th is w inding road leading p ast 
th e m ill the 
F e d e r a l P ic k e t D o lle d T h e ir C o ffe e a n d 
M u n ch e d T h e ir H i r d . T a r k 
a t noon on the 27th of Ju n e, w ith th e birds sing­ 
in g in tho trees and the air tilled w ith th e lazy 
hum of perfect peace. Jackson’s cannon sounded 
in the distance, b u t here ail was (ju stn e ss and 
peace. 
The noonday meal is scarcely finished 
w hen stran g e figures appear in the road—in the 
fields—in tho woods. 
It is the advance of A. I’. 
H ill. 
In th irty seconds the peace is broken by 
th e pop of m usketry and the cheers of men. 
The 
Federal picket gives way, fighting a t every step, 
and sounding tile alarm — tile C onfederates push 
on with a confidence which proves th a t battle 
lines are following. 
From tue McGhee boose 
to Fow hite swam p the alarm 
runs up and 
flown 
the 
F ederal 
lines—Lee is attack in g ! 
H ere on 
this ridge was 
the artillery. 
The 
F ederal line ran to the rig h t to th a t farm -house 
half-hidden am ong th e cherry trees—to the left to 
th a t bluff covered w ith trees and undergrow th, 
w hile cavalry wore massed on eith er hank. Along 
the base of th e ridge is a ravine—tile bed of a 
creek now dty. 
A division of in fan try occupied 
th e ravine. 
H air way up the ridge I can still trace 
an old breastw ork of logs. 
Behind this defence 
was a second line of infantry. On the crest of the 
ridge I can find the old rifle pits and the breast­ 
w orks throw n up for artillery. 
On th at Ju n e day 
th e ground in front of th is ridge was m ostly clear. 
H ere and there was a th ick et—here a glade—there 
a sw am p—here a few acres of fo rest—there five 
acres of open ground. To reach th e ridge every 
C onfederate m ust m ake a fa ir targ et of him self. 
H e m ust m eet 
T h e T e r r ib le F i r e o f T h r e e L in e s o f I n ­ 
f a n tr y 
risin g one above tho other, and the cannon beyond 
will use nothing b u t grape ana canister. 
I t is a 
stro n g er position th an Lee had a t F redericksburg 
—than M eade had a t G ettysburg—than McClellan 
bad elsew here in ills cam paigns. Civil engineers 
Lave said it was th e strongest position of the 
whole war. 
A. P. Hill bad th e dash of Jackson in strik in g a 
sw ift blow. 
H ardly w aning to form a ilne of 
b attle he pushed his troops to tile fro n t in assault. 
There was no sp irit of recklessness in th a t move. 
H e knew tbe F ederal position and its terrible 
strength. 
It could not im flanked. 
Could it be 
carried 
by 
d irect 
assault? 
The 
way 
to 
answ er th a t query was to 
advance. 
There 
w as 
no 
b aitin g 
to 
parry 
and 
th ru st 
and 
look 
lor 
a 
weak 
link 
in 
the 
chain. 
G athering his division iu 
liana 
Hill 
flung it square at the ridge. 
Twelve thousand 
Confederate?, 20OU of whom had never seen a 
F ederal soldier, moved as one m an—moved as the 
tornado which levels forests and blots o u t land­ 
m arks. The m om ent th a t gray mass swings into 
view 20,000 m uskets open lire—fifty pieces of 
cannon shake the earth .m d send th eir echoes in to 
R ichm ond and beyond. 
Can flesh and blood stand such a fire? The air 
scream s with its burdens of death, and th e aw ful 
roar sways tbe tree-tops as In an autum n gale. 
There is a rush of fe“t —a cheer—and out from 
tinder the sm oke-cloud th a t gray division dashes 
in to the ravine—dashes up tbe ridge and over the 
logs—Borings to the very crest and is am ong the 
guns. N either storm s ut bullets nor walls of 
bayonets hud checked it. It was only

and actually captured some of th e gnns th a t the 
•u rp n se d F ederals rallied. The recklessness—the 
Cold-blooded abandon of th a t rush had so amazed 
tn e defence th a t m any m en stood w ithout tiring 
a shot. 
Cheers of victory and shouts of defiance lose 
above the trees and floated down to l.oiigstreet’s 
men in reserve, b u t the sound died away in a 
v a il. The F ederal arm was u p lifted —it sw ept 
through the air, and alm ost in a m om ent tn a t 
gray division was sw ept huck to its startin g point 
- sh attered —lim ping—blood-stained—and a fifth 
ot its num ber lying dead behind it. 
I t was cue of 
tile m ost g allant dashes of any w ar—it was a re­ 
pulse bo bloody th a t men shuddered a t the sigliT. 
I t was the men under G regg who led th a t asaaolt 
—it was the men under Morell and Sykes who 
burled them I,ack. The repulse was not enough. 
As the C onfederates retired they were followed by 
th e Federals w ith a rush which nothing could 
check for nearly half a mile. 
Back, back, 
buck, and for a tim e it looked as if Hill would he 
annihilated. 
It seem ed beyond hum an power to 
reorganize those sh attered regim ents, but it was 
accom plished, and Hill stood up and took his 
pounding 
like th e brave m an aud stubborn 
lighter. 
A t Groveton I’ope hurled K earney a t Jackson 
to pierce hi- arm or. 
K earney could tall back and 
endanger nothing. Hill had hurled him self at the 
• en tre of the Federal position aud been repulsed. 
lf driven too far, Longstreet would b e ta k e n in 
flank—Jackson’s advance checked. Thus it was 
th a t when the g reat wave of blue baa rolled over 
swam ps and thickets and woods and fields until 
its im petus was weakened, it suddenly found H ill 
again in battle-line, w ith leet firmly plauted. 


F o r un H o u r t h e F i r in g W a * T e r r if ic a n d 
M u rd e ro u s, 
b u t Hill would no t budge a foot. By twos, by 
fives, by dozens, bis men w ent down where they 
stood; hu t those u n h u rt held their Hues against 
every assault. 
The C onfederate arm y was w aiting for the 
arrival of Jackson, who had been recalled from 
a move on the Federal flank, 
fie was com ing, 
but bis advance found a toe a t every step. Hill 
would be wiped out 
in another hour unless 
relieved. L ongstreet was ready to relieve him , 
no t with fresh troops, but by m aking an attack 
on tbe 
Federal 
position higher up —squarely 
against M orons division, 
lie sw ept forw ard like 
a m ighty wind, com ing so suddenly against the 
Federal position th a t the scene of H ill’s assault 
was re-enacted. 
At tbe first rush Anderson and 
F ick ett’s brigades weie carried over the lines 
of blue ana rig h t am ong the sm oking cannon. 
F o r ten m inutes th a t rocky crest was a scene 
o f dreadful carnage. 
Men used the bavonet 
—they clinched with bare hands—gunners wielded 
th eir ram m ers -cannon were discharged w ith the 
joe touching the muzzles. Tbe m ighty w ind had 
stru ck a stone wall. 
The wall stood firm. 
Ten 
m inutes of th a t awful lighting was enough for the 
C onfederates, and a strong volley lifted them off 
th eir feet and buried them back. 
W arien’# troops fared to the northw est, its left 
flank near the road running down across Fow hite 
creek to G aines’ M’li and connecting w ith Grif- 
-*<!. t right, A part of Longstreet’# men advanced 


on this highw ay as tile fight opened, b u t n ev er a 
n u n lived to reacn it. A F ederal b attery w ith 


I n f a n t r y M a p p e d * I .r i n g In t h e D r y R o a d ­ 
s id e D i t c h e s 
checked every dash. It m ight well have been said 
of the regim ents pushed a t th is b attery th a t 
every m an had lost all consciousness of fear. 
As they swung out of a belt of fo rest they dressed 
th eir lines in the face of grape, c an ister and 
bullets, which cum bered the ground w ith dead 
before a man had advanced. 
W hen th e order 
cam e they rushed forward w ith heads dow n, as if 
the shower of death was a snow storm . O ver the 
open ground—across the bit of m arsh—b u t no 
farth er. 
D eath m et them there. 
It tore off legs 
and arm s—it left headless bodies—it m angled 
hum an beings beyond 
recognition—It blotted 
bodies off the face of the earth , leaving only a 
horrible sm irch of bloody atom s to tell th a t they 
had been there. 
Again and again these charges 
were m ade, but they only added to th e aw ful 
sights iii open field over which the F ederal to r­ 
rent of death sw ept unchecked. 
For an hour 
L ongstreet thundered at Morell and H ill a t Sykes, 
and then all of a sudden there came a dread silence, 
as if th e voice of some man rising above tho 
crash of 60,O'*) m uskets and the roar of fifty can­ 
non had com m anded It, there was alm ost absolute 
silence. I t was a tim e for tho bravest to trem ble. 
N othing is so grim In w ar as a sudden silence 
falling upon a field of battle. 
Death Is g ath erin g 
its bloody robes clear of th e ground to s tn k e a 
new blow. 
Men refill th eir cartridge-boxes— 
lines are m oved—the artillery wheeled ab o u t— 
blood-shot eyes peer into tile woods and over tho 
fields. 
W hat m eant th at silence there? 
A shout rose on H ill’s left and ran along the 
lines to L onestroot’s right. Jackson had com e up 
from Old ( old H arbor, D. ti. Hill on his le u , 
Ewell on his rig h t. 
Each line was now alm ost a 
half-circlo, bu t Jackson had scarcely got Into 
position on th e left before 


S lo c u m C a m e u p t o S t r e n g t h e n t h e F e d e r a l 
R i g h t . 
M ld-afternoon had passed. Tho th ick spots of 
forest begau to cast dark shadows. The whole 
C onfederate arm y was u p —McClellan could not 
give l ’o rter another m an. 
lf ho could not hold 
his ground w ith w hat he had, good-by to tile en­ 
tire Federal position before Richm ond which had 
been reached a t such a cost of blood and treas­ 
ure. The cheers for Jack so n subsided and then 
tbe woods were so still th a t m en looked a t each 
other in wonder. 
From the G aines’ M ill road clear around to 
Old Cold H arbor a wave suddenly rises up and 
sweeps forw ard. 
The Federals hear it as it 
starts. 
It is a roar in which the voices of men 
—the tram p of 
feet—the rum ble of wheels 
and the gallop of horses are com bined. 
Ja c k ­ 
son’s whole corps, w ith the exception of tho 
Stonewall brigade, is advancing. 
The roar in­ 
creases—tbe tram p comes nearer, and alm ost at 
the sam e in sta n t 30,000 stream s of fire leap for­ 
ward and 30,000 m uskets crasli into the sam e 
echo. H ood’s Texans rush forw ard lik e a th u n d er- 
bolt, bu t they are checked by a fire so rsp id and 
destructive th at men fall flat to escape it. 
Hill 
seeks to overlap B uchanan’s rig h t Hank, bu t a 
swam p blocks bis path, and in ten m inutes he is 
not even able to hold his ground. Hood, too. is 
being pressed slowly back, when up thunders a 
score ot C onfederate guns to his relief, and now 
it is a death grapple all along the line. The roar 
of a dozen N iagaras would have been drow ned in 
th a t crash of battle. Men do not hear; lf they seo 
the line m oving to tbe rig h t or left they move 
w ith it. 
They advance—fall back—load and fire. 
T h e C on fi-ilr n , I e Billot an d S h e ll C u t O f f 
W h o l e T r e e - T o p * — 
sever tru n k s of trees—send g re a t rocks w hirling 
through the air. Logs and lim bs are torn ou t or 
the breastw orks, and becom e agents of destru c­ 
tion. A shell bursts where a score of m en are 
crow ded together, and when tho sm oke lifts the 
spot Is hare of lite. 
H ill’s rush when Hist attack in g was to he ou t­ 
done. A fter the terrible cannonade had lasted 
half an bour the Stonewall brigade was advanced 
to reinforce 1). Ii. Hill on tile left. In naif an 
hour m ore the sun would be dowm. lf the Federals 
could hold the line an hour more they could hold 
it forever. 
The roar of cannon died awny all at 
once and tbe whole Confederate arm y advanced. 
Hood’s brigade 
of 
Texans form ed behind a 
thicket, thro u g h which 
allot 
and shell from 
the F ederal guns 
were mowing sw aths four 
feet wide. 
As they moved out they rushed. 
G rape 
and 
canister 
wore 
exchanged 
for 
shot 
and 
shell, 
but 
still 
tbe 
lines 
ad­ 
vanced, over 
ground into which men Sauk 
to the knees—over a deep ravine—over rocks and 
through thickets—d eath mowing them down at 
every stop, and then they rushed. It was not a 
rush of m en, but of devils. Their scream s rose 
above the crash of m usketry, and even as they 
rushed they fixed bayonets. N o ta Federal moved 
out of the jiatli of th a t advance. 
It stru ck the 
blue lines and m elted them as liquid iron would 
m elt snow. i t cut a sw ath in to the Federal posi­ 
tion ju st its own w idth, reaching from ravine to 
th® parrot guns on Its crest. 
It was ju st at sundow n. 
Already the som bre 
shadows ot approaching n ig h t were settlin g down 
upon hill and valley. The Hash of every m usket 
could now be seen—the 
R e d F l a m e * f r o m t h e C a n n o n M a d e t h e 
W h o l e F i e l d B l a z e . 
Slocum bad been p u t in across th e highw ay 
w hich lea to G aines’ Mill in one direction aud to ­ 
wards Old Cold H arbor in tbe other. 
It was be­ 
tween W arren and Lovell th a t the Texans rushed. 
It seemed as if no body of men could live through 
such a hurricane of death. 
The tire of a t least 
3000 m uskets anil tw enty pieces of artillery was 
concentrated on th a t one brigade leading the 
rush, but it cam e on and on and on, aud it wedged 
itself in the U nion lines and rem ained there. For 
ten m inutes a mob of 10,000 men w hirled round 
and round in th a t eddy of death, and then the 
Federals gave way—slowly, loot by foot, and 
fighting so desperately and dying so gallant Iv th at 
every C onfederate historian has lifted his h at to 
the dead and spoken in praise of the living. 
W hen th e Union lines began to fall back the 
Second New Jersey and E leventh Pennsylvania 
refused to move. 
They were lighting desperately 
on flanks and front w itn McLaw’s Texans, and 
though exposed to a m erciless fire th eir lines 
could no t be brokeu. 
Unable to break their 
tro u t, tile C onfederates flanked them , and yet 
they fought on. 
Aye! and it is C onfederates who 
tell it, too, those gallan t men continued the tight 
after they were entirely surrounded, and their 
arm s were only laid down when the Confederates, 
awed a t such bravery, ceased firing. 
W hen it 
was seeu th a t Hie F ederal lines were breaking 
some one ordered a charge of cavalry on D. ll. 
H ill’s flank. Five hundred of the regular 


C a v a lr y M a s k e d a n d C h a r g e d I n t o t h e J a w * 
o f D e a t h . 
They were swallowed up as a drop of w ater 
sinks into the dry e arth —a useless sacrifice, aud 
yet a forlorn hope. 
N ight camo down to still the 
boom of cannon and tne crash of m usketry—to 
hide tile blood-stained trees and stones and grass 
—to give brief rest to m en w ith blood-shot eyes 
aud hoarse voices and exhaust! d bodies. 
Then, 
from hillside and rav in e—from field and sw am p— 
from th ick et and open cam e the wails and groans 
of tbe wounded. 
Men craw led here anil there— 
men struggled up to fail and scream o u tw ith new 
agony—they dragged them selves over th e bloody 
ground to lap the red w aieis of th e creek aud 
gain stren g th for another shout for succor. 
And th ere were thousands who n eith er cried 
out uor moved. 
As tney fell and died so they lay, 
the su it dew of a sum m er’s n ig h t tailing upon 
w hite facta which w ar’s glory would lighten no 
more. 
M cClellan’s rig h t was beaten. H e m ust fall 
back—lie m ust have m ore than toe sagacity of a 
Napoleon to bring th a t arm y to the Jam es as a 
bony. 
In these sketches Stonewall Jackson’s battles 
have been taken in reverse. We found him first 
od the blood-stained field ut A ntietaiu—alm ost at 
the close of his carcer, instead of a t the begin­ 
ning. The world knows how he fought there. 
We found him at K ernstow n fighting one to four 
—fighting, Jailing back—grim ly giving way to 
fight again. 
We saw him strike the Federal a r­ 
mies r.g b t and left in the valley and fill W ashing­ 
ton w itn w hite faces. 
We louud him a t F reder­ 
icksburg on L ee’s rig h t—at Chanoellorsville in 
H ooker’s rear—a t M anassas behind l ope—on his 
flank—in his tro u t. 
We have lou u d him at 
G aines’ Mill. 
F a t e W a i t e d f o r R i m R e f o r e S t r i k i n g a 
I.H it B l o w . 
I t was th e ham m er in his grasp w hich sh attered 
the Federal position. 
W ithout him L ongstreet 
and HUI w ould have been pressed back—ro u ted — 
annihilated. 
A C hristian lu his fa itn —a child in 
ids sym pathies—a general who cared no t for tbe 
w orld’s adm iration so m uch as for the com fort of 
any single m an who followed him iii Ins wonder- 
fui m arches. 
Ile had the courage of a lion and 
tbe h eart of a womau. 
The pom p and g litter or 
war were no t for him . H is banners grew old and 
faded and shot-torn. 
Ilia legions grew ragged 
and footsore and weary. No m atter who faltered 
—Jackson had faith. 
No m atter who h esitated — 
Jackson advanced. 
Fierce in th e heat of battle, 
because it was his duty to kill, when the roar of 
cannon nad died 
away 
the 
gruaus of 
the 
wounded reached a h eart which had a throb for 
every groan. 
P artisan s may keep th e ir b itterness of heart, 
b u t the worlu has spoken.

Ships of every flag float in the docks and sailors 
of every nationality parade the streets, especially 
Store street. Shoii-keepers, m erchants and ship 
agents of every class and nation have th eir bust- 
n ss places in "Dock E nd’’ or Store street. 
The 
sons and daughter* of France, Italy, A m erica, 
Turkey, Greece, A ustria, Russia, Norway, Sweden, 
Spain, Portugal, H olland, D enm ark, England, 
Ireland, Scotland and 
W ales 
find in 
Piers- 
borougn 
either a 
tem porary 
or 
a 
p er­ 
m anent 
haven. 
It 
wilt 
a t first 
sight be 
difficult 
to 
say 
w hat 
nationality 
could 
boast of th e largest num ber of representatives, 
bu t no doubt the home elem ent—the English, 
Irish, Scotch and W elsh—is in the ascendant. 
O utside the lim its of the tow n dw elling houses of 
various ages and sizes, w ithout any attem p t at 
regularity of construction or position, are scat­ 
tered. In addition to the offices in “ Dock E nd” 
there are several sk ittle alleys, a sm all m usic hall, 
an opium den and an endless assortm ent of gin- 
shops and restaurants. 
The sk ittle alleys are 
alw ays crowded, m asters of foreign-going ships 
devoting a good deal of th eir valuable tim e to the 
exercise of th e skittle-how l. 
Tho publicans, it is 
alm ost unnecessary to say, drive a roaring trade.

L ast B a ttlefield of the K nights of 
the Round Table. 


Willow* whiten, aspens quiver, 
Little breezes d u s k and shiver 
Thro’ the wave that runs forever, 
By the island in the river 
Flowing down to Camelot.—[Tennyson. 
I have ju s t concluded a m em orable walk (w rites 
a San Francisco C hronicle correspondent from 
N orth Cornwall, E ngland)—a walk th a t has taken 
me through a region, th e birthplace of tb e loveli­ 
est fairy rom ance e x ta n t, and over roads th a t 
were oiico trod by tim noblest hero th a t ever 
dashed through tho lists or mowed down tbe 
Paynim . I have stood on “ the dark s tra it of 
barren land on one side of the ocean,” on the 
o th er tho sandy edge of the stran g e Doz Mere, on 
which th e dying K ing A rth u r was received by the 
m ourning queens; I have halted on th e battle­ 
field where one by one tho K nights of th e Round 
Table w ent dow n beside th eir stricken king, and 
before tb e overw helm ing force of A rth u r’s tra ito r­ 
ous nephew , M odred, and his Norse allies, and 
have scaled th e ragged and dizzy p ath th a t leads 
to T in tag il’s ruined walls, over w hich tho spy, 
M odrea, peeped to seo w hat scandal he m ight 
lig h t upon, and from w hich be was plucked by 
L auncelot “ us tho gard en er picks from the cole­ 
w ort a green caterp illar.” 
I started on my tram p from the ancient borough 
ot IJsk eard , a convenient stopping place, by th e 
by, from which to visit m any peculiar localities in 
th e neighborhood, am ong teem being the H urlers, 
th e O ther-half Stone, St. N eot’s, St. K eyne’s and 
th e Chcesevving. Toe first is a congregation of 
stones of possible D ruidicai arrangem ent, bu t 
w hich the country people hereabout say were 
once hurlers who, 
F o r P l a y i n g on a S u n d a y , w e r e *o M e t a ­ 
m o r p h o s e d . 
aud w hich, sav they, can never be tw ice counted 
alike; a peculiarity, I believe, also, of Stonehenge. 
The O ther-half Stone is really tw o blocks of 
g ran ite fixed in the ground—one nearly eight feet 
high, the o th e r about lo u r—both deeply m ortised 
on top, both carved w ith diaper work, and the 
la tte r bearing an inscription, w hich may be only 
ano th er “ Bill Stubbs, his m ark ,” which may mean 
nothing, b u t which for m any hundreds of years 
have defied in terp retatio n .

The nam e “ O ther-half Stone” was explained by 
th e am iable and intelligent rustic who showed me 
th is by tho plausible story th a t it is placed half­

L and’s E nd. 
Tbe 
Cbeesew iug is a rem arkable m ass of granite rocks, 
eig h t in num ber, and forty feet in height, the 
three other blocks overhanging those in 
the 
m iddle so disproportionately as to appear m om en­ 
ta rily in danger of toppling over. 
Yet there the 
grau'ite cheeses have been w rung or pressed from 
tim e im m em orial, and will continue to stand for 
centuries longer unless underm ined by Hie quar­ 
ries near by. 
St N eot’s, the church" to w'hich 
K ing A lfreu turned aside for devotion when he 
cam e to Cornwall a-huntiug, offers an extraor­ 
dinary display of stained-glass windows, every 
sash being illum inated w itn tho life and doings 
of the dead saint. The well of St. Kcyne, or st. 
Keen (the sain t was a woman and changed lier 
nam e), is m uch sought a fter by the newly-iuar- 
ried people of Cornwall, its virtues being th a t 
w hichever of the couple

I t Is Southey, if we rem em ber aright, who tells 
in verse the story of tho well, and of the swain 
who hurried from the alta r to the well, and, after 
d rinking there, returned only to find th a t his wife 
had been wiser than he, “ ior she took a b ottle to 
chu rch .” 
A stretch of bleak m oorland leads to tb e bleaker 
hills of B row nivilly and llow tor, sk irtin g which I 
cam e upon an ex ten t of b u rn t gorse, in the m iddle 
of which bleakness aud blackness Doz M ere lies 
shim m ering in the low w in ter’s sun. 
The spot 
cannot be called picturesque; it is uncanny. 
Sur­ 
rounded by wild Cornish moors, a ruined church 
over there' the only building near, no dw elling 
visible, no other slgu of m an’s presence, no stream 
ru nning into the pool, none em ptying it, Doz 
M ere is a tarn to go shudderingly past on a dark 
night. 
W ithout ap p aren t supply or exit, ac­ 
credited w ith m easureless depth, having inex­ 
plicable tides and encom passed w ith trad itio n s of 
A rth u r and Tregeagle, it is easy to understand 
th e aversion witli w hich Doz Mere is regarded. 
Now bu t about half a mile in diam eter, it m ust 
have been of fa r greater ex te n t w hen bordered 
wit!) kno tted water-flags. 
It was the hom e of the 
Nereid, who gave to A rth u r and took from him 
E xcalibor, and when it received him on its bosom 
in the barge w ith the three queens, who bore nim 
away to the island valley of Avilion, to hold him 
there un til he cam e again—for was it not the 
m ighty m agician M erlin’s oath th a t the blam eless 
B ritish K ing should once more rule over his 
people, and do not the folk still speak of his 
second advent?

D irectly opposite th is 
hig h est point, th a t bears tho om inous nam e of 
D eadm an’s point, and as though riven suddenly 
from it, there lies a huge rock island, whose cruel 
cliffs are crested w ith m e crum bling ruins of an 
old castle, once joined by a hanging bridge to tho 
m ainland.

The nam e of 
one princely holder of th is m ysterious castle,

The draw -bridge has ro tted , tn e well is dry, and 
tho posterns are unguarded, bu t the story of 
G uinevere, of Vivien, of E nid and of Elaine, who 
m ade these gardens gay w ith th eir trailing robes 
of sam ite, will never he forgotten.
